HOUSE AND HURTS THREE MEN. 


Accident in East Chicago, Ind., 
Town's Supply Wholly Cut OffEscaping 
Fiuid Catches Fire in the Valve-Room=— 
W. C. Weiderhold, Superintendent and 
Operator for the Indiana Compiny, Is 
One of the Injurede(ireat Excitement 
in the Village. 

An explosion of natural gus occurred yes- 
terday in East Chicago, Ind. Three men 
were seriously injured, one of the gas com- 
pany’s buildmgs was destroyed, and fora 
timea tank fullof gus was expected to ex- 
plode. Great excitement attended the inci- 
dent, and a serious loss of life was for a time 
anticipated. The village was deprived of its 
regular illuminating material! and the citizens 
were compelled last night to resort to oil 
lamps for lighting purposes. Until the pipes 
destroyed are repaired no gas can be fur- 
nished East Chicago, and darkness is ex- 
pected to prevail there for several days.

LAST BUSINESS FAILURES OF THE YEAR. 


Recetver Appointed for the Ohio Valley 
Railroad After Much Trouble, 

Lovutsvitxe, Ky., Dec. 30.—John MacLeod, 
a civil engineer of this city, was appointed re- 
ceiver of the Ohio Valley railroad this even- 
ing by Judge Barr of the United States Dis- 
trict Court. There were two applications 
made for a receiver, one by the Newport 
News and Mississippi Valley company and 


the other by the stock and bond holders. The 
Newport News and Mississippi Valley 


company wanted Ger. John Echols and St. 
John Boyle, the receivers of the* Chesa- 
peake, Ohio and Southwestern, appointed 
to actin the same capacity for the Ohio Val- 
ley, while the stock and bond holders wanted 
P. G, Kelsey of Evansville, Ind., the former 
President of the road. Judge Barr did not 
think the arguments advanced by either side 
sufficient and asked the attorneys to come to 
anagreement. This they could not do, and 
the attorneys of the Newport News company 
asked the appointment of J. F. O'Brien, 
while the other side suggested James Mont- 
gomery. Shortly before 8 o'clock the attor- 
neys agreed on John MacLeod, as it is neces- 
sary that the receiver should be named before 
Monday, and -Judge Barr at once appointed 
him. No bond was fixed. Mr. MacLeod is 
now receiver of two corporations, the Rich- 
mond, Nicholasville, Irvine and Beattyville 
railroad and the Kentucky and Indiana Bridge 
company.

OHIO SALOOAKEEPERS FORM A TRUST. 


Will Have an hamenee Capital and Hope 
to Control the Basiness. 


Lima, O., Dee. 30.—[Special.|—The Ohio 


uny trust in the country, is being organized. 
Its object is to control the liquor traffic, reg- 
ulate prices, and make the business more re- 
spectable by killing the lower places of busi- 
ness. The plan is to buy out two-thirds of the 
saloonkeepers now engaged in the business. 
If some of the larger saloonkeepers do not 
wish to sell:out they will be allowed a certain 
percentage on the business which the remain- 
ing saloonkeepers do in order that they may 
not interfere with the plans of the trust. 
The liquor will be purchased in large quan- 
tities and left in a government storehouse to 
age, and as it is needed it will be taken out of 
bond. Every member of the trust will have 
the right of purchase fgom one gallon to 100 
barrels of liquor at the actual .cost prices. The 
trust claimsit will be powerful enough to 
bring the brewers and distillers to their knees.

Kscaping Gas Takes Fire, 

It was shortly after 12 o'clock yesterday 
when the explosion took place. Weiderhold 
and Melvin and Yoder had been at work 
among the pipes and valves where a leak had 

been discovered. Weiderhold and Yoder had 
just left the simall building and Melvin had 
his hand on the door knob. At that instant 
the valve blew off and the entine supply of 
gas was forced into the room from the main 
pipe. A lantern in the room overturned and 
the gas immediately took tire. The explosion 
shattered the battery of pipes, broke a section 
of the main line, destroyed the building, 
throwing brick and iron in all directions, and 
made a noise loud enough to attract hundreds 
of people to the spot. 

Melvin was thrown out ot the building un- 
conscious. Weiderhold and Yoder were 
thrown a distance of twenty feet. The iron 
roof was curled up and thrown 100 feet 
away. alighting on the roofs af other build- 
ings forty feet high. The great volume of 
burning gas escaped with a roar, Near by 
was the gas tank for the village and it was 
momentarily expected that it would blow up. 

As soon as possible Melvin was carried 
away from the wreckage and burning gas and 
the local physicians summoned to the aid of 
the injured. Dr. Patterson said he did not 
look for any fatal results from the explosion. 
Supt. Weiderhold was able to ride to another 
house a mile from town after the explosion 
and there turned off the supply of gas. After- 
wards he was contined to his room. 

The results of the explosion are difficult to 
determine. The shutting off of the main 
pipe may not affect customers if promptly 
repaired. Allalongthe line are tanks and 
this supply will be used until necessary re- 
pairs car be nade. Officials of the gas com- 
pany were at the scene of the explosion short- 
ly after it occurred. No attempt at repairs 
was made yesterday. 

Crowds Inspect the Ruins, 

A large number otf people stood about and 
examined the ruins until nightfall. For many 
yards in every direction there were indications 
that a terrible explosion had taken piace: The 
twenty-four-iuch brick walls were ground to 
pieces and the bricks thrown scores of feet 
The heavy iron piping was broken and 
bent and in places partly warped by the heat.

HE WINS A FIGHT WITH TWO ROBBERS. 


Batcher Haake Does Not Weaken Before a 
Revolver at His Head. 

George Haake, a butcher, had a battle with 
two robbers early last evening in his place of 
business at No, 869 Thirty-first street. He 
caine out of the struggie successfully and was 
able to drive the men from the place before 
they secured_possession of any valuables. As 
the men escaped across the street Haake se- 
cured his revolver and fired four shots at 
them. Haake noticed three men watching 
him through the window at 6 o'clock. 
He went into a rear room and began eating 
his supper. Suddenly he was confronted by 
two men, one of whom held a revolver at his 
head and ordered him to throw up his hands. 
Haake sprang at the man with the revolver. 
The weapon clicked as he did so, but did not 
explode, and the robber received a blow 
which felled him to the floor.

Haake 
was victorious and threw his assailant to 
the floor. As he did so the first robber 
regained his feet and began kicking Haake 
upon the head and in the side.

The difference in the power 
of illumination arises from the varying quan- 
tity of vapor in the bulbs. How Mr, Kammer 
has accomplished it he refuses to say, but 
the vapor he ernploys grows luminous under 
the heat of the filament, making a steady, 
clear, bright light. 
New Lamp's Commercial Value. 

The commercial importance of the new 
lamp lies, of course, in its cheapness, and by 
comparison with the lamp manufactured by 
the combine, it is said to furnish the same 
amount of illumination at.one-fourth the cost; 
that is, a sixteen-candle-power vapor lamp 
consumes one-fourth as much electricity as a 
sixteen-candle-power Edison lamp. The new 
lamp will not burn so long, but the reduc- 
tion of three-fourths in the quantity of cur- 
rent used compensates many times over the 
price of the lamp. For instance, to make the 
most liberal statement, according to Mr. 
Kammer, the same quantity of electricity 
necessary to run an Edison plant of 1,000 
lamps would be sufficient to operate 3,000 
vapor lamps, affording the same degree of 
illumination. 

The Ansonia company, where the lights 
were on exhibition last night, pays for its 
electric current by ampere measurement. 
When two of the vapor lamps, with a com- 
bined candle power of 270, were placed on 
the circuit the meter showed they were using 
electricity at 244 amperes an hour ata volt- 
age of 115. This in proportion would indi- 
cate that a 16-candle power vapor lamp 
would consume. one-eighth ampere an 
hour. The Edison 16-candle power lamp uses, 
according to Mr. Kammer, one-half ampere 
an hour. A common price for electricity is | 
one cent an ampere at 115 voltage. At ¢ 
rate a vapor lamp would cost one-eighth tent 
an hour and an Edison lamp one-half cent an 
hour. But there is a difference in the cost of 
the lamps themselves. 'The General Electric’s 
latest schedule fixes the price of sixteen- 
candle power lamps in smail quantities at 
3214 cents each, and they are guaranteed to 
burn 600 hours. Mr. Kammer says .he will 
not sell his‘lamp for less t 35 cents, and 
will guarantee it to burn 400 hours. 

Two Systems Compared, 

The following comparison might be fairly 
instituted between the two systems in accord- 
ance with the inventor’s figures. To secure 
1,200 hours of 16-can power light with 
the Edison lamps would t $6 for the elec- 
tricity and 65c for the two lamps, their life 
being estimated at 600 hours each. That 
would make the total cost $6.65. To se- 
cure 1,200 hours of sixteen-candle power 
light with the vapor lamps would cost at the 
rate of one-eighth cent an hour $1.50 for the * 
electricity. The three 400-hour lamps re- 
quired would cost $1.05, making the total 
$2.55, a difference of $4.10 in the cost 
of 1,200 hours of sixteen-cand!e power illu- 
mination. 

While the foregoing figures grow out of the 
test made last night, Mr. Kammer says he 
will be satisfied to produce what is called a 
one-watt lamp. That means one wat? for 
each candle power, so that a 16-candle power 
lamp would require sixteen watts. The Edi- 
son lamp, on the contrary, requires three 
watts for each candle power. This would still 
make the vapor lamp ase only one-third the 
electricity required by the Edison lamp.

POPULISTS OPPOSE THE WILSON BILL. 


They Assert That It Discriminates Openly 
Against the Farmers, 

Wasuincoton, D. C., Dec. 30.—The attitude 
of the Populists in the Senate on the tariff 
bill is, perhaps. giving the tariff reformers 
more concern than the position of their breth- 
ren in the House where the majority is not so 
small. If the three Populists in the Senate 
act in concert with the Republicans and there 
is any disaffection among the Democrats it 

rtends the defeat of the House bill. 

*opulists will, itis said, act together. Last 
evening three members of the party gathered 
at the rooms of Senator Peffer, where the sub- 
ject was discussed informally along with other 
matters that will soon attract the attention of 
Congress, not amopg the least important 
being the financial question. After the tariff 
bill is reported to the House with the revenue 
schedule attached the Populists will gather 
their thirteen votes together and arrange 
some plan of campaign. 

Senator Peffer is pronounced in his opposi- 
tion to the bill, and in this position it is said 
he has the cordial support of Senator Allen 
and Senator Kyle. Sai r. Peffer this morn- 
ing : 

The Wilson bill is built upon false principles ; 
it is hypocritical throughout and not what 
it is claimed to The only practical difference 
between it and the McKinley law is that a few 
articles have the duty reduced, but the chief dif- 
ticulty the committee found was to satisfy the 
manufacturers, overlooking the farmer and the 
fi colon classes altogether. Mri Wilson and 

1is colleagues propose to put the farmers of the 

nited States into direct competition with the 
nse at of the whole world. They do this by 
putting all their products on the free list and by 
retaining high de ties on all manufactured arti- 
cles with but few exceptions. 

A few instances | illustrate the injustice of 
this bill to the farmer. The committee places 
wool on the free list, while woolen goods are 
taxed from 40 to 60 pércent. They leave hides 
on the free list and tax shoes. filson pro- 
poses to remove the sugar bounty, while he prac- 
tically levies a duty on everything that is manu- 
factured. I regard the bill as an utter ignoring 
of the farmer and a studious caring for the man- 
ufacturer. 

As the biil is reported to the House Mr. 
Peffer will oppose it. He has expressed him- 
self as being @ protechonist, but a protection- 
ist for the protection of American industries 
rather than for protection of the Ameri- 
ean manufacturer alone. While not pro- 
fessing to speak for his colleagues, he 
says they all represent farming constituents, 
and he believes they will oppose any method 
that discriminates against the farmer and 
puts his preducts on the free list while pro- 
tecting by a duty, however slight it may be, 
the manufactured article. 

Chairman Walson is hard at work preparmg 
his speech for the opening of the tariff debate. 
The tariff bili will be called up in the House 
Wednesday next, but up to the present time 
no program for the discussion of the matter 
has been arranged 

Ex-President Harrison, in an interview yes- 
1 at Indianapolis on the income tax 
said :

a direct tax its force is of course more keenly 
felt and therefore more vigorously opposed. It has 
always been argued against this system of taxa- 
tion that it does not benefit the people at large 
other than assisting in defraying the expenses of 
the government, and is of course on that account 
inferior to other systems of taxation. There are 
many other objections also, but I do not care to 
go into the matter to greater length.

Letter of Secretary Gresham to the Rep- 


resentative of Great Britain.

government with which the United States has or 
may have diplomatic relations, to the end that 
any differences or disputes arising between the 
two governments which cannot be adjusted by 
diplomatic agency may be referred to arbitra- 
tion and be peaceably adjusted by such means. 
In manifesting the hope that her Majesty's 
government will lend their cordial codpera- 
tion to the- Government of the United 
States upon the basis of this concurrent res- 
olution of Congress, the House of Commons has 
afforded a most gratifying proof of the sentiment 

f the two nations in favor of the settlement of 
nternational disagreements by honorable resort 
to impartial arbitration—a mode of adjustment 
of which the United States and Great Britain 
have by mutual accord given to the world con- 
spicuous illustration on several recent occasions.

NEW YORK BANKS ADD NEARLY 


$3,000,000 TO THEIR SURPLUS. 


They Now Hold Over $80,000,000, or $74, 


000,000 More. than Last YeareThe 
Loans Are Nearly $18,000,000 Less than 
the Amount of One Year Ago—Utter- 
ances of the Newly Appointed Assistant 
District Attorney of New York Which 
Show a Disregard for the Law. 

New York, Dec. 30.—[Special.]—Adding 
the increase in the reserve of $2,877,375 re- 
ported by the clearing-house: bapks today the 
amount now held by these institutions above 
the legal requirements reaches the unprece- 
dented sun of $80,815,150. Money keeps 
piling up at this point, the banks having 
gained over $3,000,000 last week through 
the interior currency movement and Sub- 
treasury operations. The exhibit, which covers 
only tive business days, shows a gain in cash of 
$4,774,900, of which $2,979,200 were legal 
tenders; an expansion in loans of $1,319,- 
900, and an increase in deposits of $7,590,- 
100. The payments at the Subtreasury were 
$1,108,700 for pensions and $6,600 for _§in-

857. Deposits for transfer were $80,000.

Pentecost’s Position and Utterances., 


The Anarchists are in a state of high glee 
over the recognition accorded them by Chief 
Croker in the appointment of the ex-Rev. H. 
©. Pentecost Assistant District-Attorney, 
Business and reputable citizens generally are 
correspondingly amazed. Tammany men 
concede without hesitation that the man who 
first made himself notorious as a minister, 
and later asa blatant socialistic speaker, re- 
ceived this favor at the hands of the 
boss in payment for his services as 
a public ‘“*shouter”’ for Tammany 
candidates, especially Judge. Maynard. 
This 1s a local appointment that Wi!l be of in- 
terest to the people of Chicago, as Pentecost 
is one of the blatant few who called the hang- 
ing of the haymarket Anarchists ‘“ judicial 
inurder.”” When he resigned as pastor of 
Belleville Avenue Congregational Church, 
Newark, Dec. 11, 1887, he said: 

Our strained relations, I suppose, were caused 
chiefly by my open sym pathy .for the four An- 
archists in Chicago, who, f said, were murdered. 
My Sopting for the Chicago revolutionists is akin 
to sympathy for what those men suffered. They 
were sufficiently brave to fall willing victims to 
selfish motives, and for the bene t of their 
fellow-men. Nobody has read ‘ Progress and 
Poverty’’ and pointed out its fallacies. An 
illegal murder cannot be justified by a legal one. 

Writing in the Twentieth Century of Chica- 
go Anarchists and the activity of Chief of Po- 
lice Bontield Jan. 19, 1889, he said: 

The fact appears to be that the arch Anarchist 
of Chicago today is the Chief of Police, and the 
discovery of this fact will greatly assist the re- 
versal of public opinion rapidly going on witha 

rogers to the unfortunate men who were hanged, 

s I believe, for a crime of which they were not 
wuibeds 

In one of his speeches ata Bastile celebra- 
tion in Phoenix Park, he said 

‘* Tf you ask me what we all want,I reply, 
‘More.’ If your neighbor has more than you 
have, all the neighbors ought to be dissatis- 
fied until they get more, too, So long as 
there is a millionaire, you ought to be dissat- 
isfied. I want toinflame your discontent, to 
obtain your rights by socialism, or somehow. 
There is money enough in this country to give 
every wan $5,000 a year. Ido not say there 
should be a_ bloody revolution, but I hope 
there will bea revolution, even though there 
should be a bloody one. 

In 1891 he began the study of law, and 
subsequently he entered the law office of 
James E. Graybill and becume a member of 
the Tammany Hall General committee. 
When seen today Mr. Pentecost said: ‘* 1 have 
never come into professional contact with 
Col. Fellows, but of course I know him per- 
sonally. I have not changed my views about 
the poverty of the masses and the wrong of 
capital punishment, but it is utterly false that 
I am a Socialist. Socialism and Democracy 
are two opposite poles.’’ 

How Mr. Pentecost will do as a public 
prosecutor can be inferred from his declara- 
tion that **‘ There is not a single law on our 
statute books that is not an instrument of 
wrong far more detrimental than beneficial,” 
and also from the following editorial in the 
Twentieth Century, which he published Oct. 
3, 1880: 

Do you calla person a murderer who, like Mc- 
Illvaine. killed a man who was attacki him? 
Such a murderer I would not punish. ‘Tooue 
leave him to _ public opinion and his 
own conscience. Monsters like Jesse Pomeroy 
should be locked up, not for punishment, 
but because it is unsafe for them to be abroad. 
They are moral lunatics; they are dangerous, as 
mad dogs are. But the managers of railroads in 
this country kill far more people (brakemen) 
than all the other kind of murderers put to- 
gether. Why not lock them up, too, for the pub- 
lic safety? 

When he takes the oath of office next Mon- 
day he will be ‘put in charge of the depart- 
ment which has. coutrul of all appeals from 
convictions. 

Knights of Labor Suffer Heavy Losses. 


The Knights of* Labor have suffered an- 
other severe loss by the withdrawal of the 
Progressive Painters’ Union No. 6, 600 
strong. This action was taken at a storiny 
tneeting held last night in Udd-Fellows Hall, 
No. 98 Forsyth street. The union appealed 
to the board six months ago for a loan of 
$500 to be spent in organizing the painters 
in New York, but the matter was put off. 
When new officers were elected it was 
hoped that aid would be given. Last week, 
however, word came that the loan had been 
refused. The union will remain independent 
for the present, but it is likely that later on it 
will join the American Federation of Labor. 
Dec. 23 nearly 2.000 clothing cutters joined 
the American Federation of Labor. The 
latest defection makes the loss to the Knights 
of Labor foot up to inore than 3,000 men in 
New York City alone. 

Man Disappears froma Fall River Boat. 


There was the mark of ashoe on the star- 
board rail of the Fall River steamer Pilgrim 
when it came to dock atthe foot of Murray 
street yesterday. The servants on their 
rounds found that the occupant of state-room 
No. 155 had vanished. The officers forced a 
way into the room and found there a coat and 
waistcoat, one shoe, one rubber, and other 
articles in wild disorder. The vest contained 
two watches, one gold, one silver. The 
vest contained a card case showing that be- 
yond question the occupant of the room had 
been A. H. Howland of No. 95 Milk street, 
Boston. He is supposed to have been a civil 
engineer. The boat hands found on-the deck 
a derby hat, with the trade mark of a Boston 
firm. No where else on the rail was there a 
shoe mark visible. The man is supposed to 
have committed suicide and the officers say 
he may have slipped away to create the iim- 
pression he is dead.

Byrnes, with the request 
that he should confer with the postoffice au- 
thorities with a view to tracking the writer. 
Supt. Byrnes seemed to attach little impor- 
tance to it. 


Eleven Indictments Against McKane. 


Boss Johnny McKane was indicted by _ the 
extraordinary grand jury which completed its 
labors in Brooklyn today. It presented to 
the court no less than eleven indictments, 
seven of them ‘charging him with felony and 
four of thein making the charge misdemeanor. 
Justices of the Peace Richard V. Newton and 
Kenneth I, Sutherland also came in for in- 
dictment, and their actions last election day 
and the days immediately preceding procured 
for each two indictments. The grand jury also 
took cognizance of the acts of all the eight- 
een election inspectors of the Town of Grave- 
send who were charged with violation of the 
election laws, while Constable Andrew Jami- 
son, who acts as a uniformed policeman when 
occasion demands, was the object of four sep- 
erate charges of perjury.. In all the grand 
jury found indictments against twenty-two 
men, all of them connected with election day 
proceedings in Gravesend, It is sure that 
they would have undertaken an investiga- 
tion of similar outrages in the City 
of Brooklyn had they had the 
time; but when they appeared in court with a 
request for an extension Justice Cullen gave 
as his opinion that it was not within the law 
for them to go on with their labors, and they 
were consequently discharged. There was 
aed of evidence as to Brooklyn outrages at 

and, but it was found absolutely impossible 
to consider it, owingto the time. Justice 
Cullen, in view of the numerous offenses that 
were charged against McKane, fixed his bail 
in the sum of $82,000, which was furnished 
by Robert Furey and James A. Birkett, con- 
tractors of Brooklyn. The same was true of 
two Justices, und also of all the other accused. 

Wanted to Have Meekin Arrested, 


Martin M. Becker, Superintendent of the 


Wabash railroad in St. Louis, Mo., came to 


the city today in search of his wife and two 
children and found them in a flat building at 
No. 264 West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street. He discovered G. R. Meekin,. pro- 
prietor of the La Clede Hotel, St. Louis, in 
the parlor with his wife and accused him of 


taking the wife and children away from their | 


home. Becker ruised a window and shouted 
for the police. An officer appeared on the 
scene and Beckerimplored him to place Meekin 
under arrest, but the policeman declared he 
had no authority to do so. Becker and 
Meekin then went together to the police sta- 
tion, and Becker wanted the hotel man locked 
up until Tuesday, when habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings for his children will be decided. The 
Police Captain said the. criminal officers had 
no authority ig the case. , 

Discover and Hold the Bogus Nebleman. 


There was a sensation in the Yorkville Po- 
lice Court today when the tail, effeminate, and 
cadaverous William S. Crewe, an artist,of No. 
25 West Forty-second street, who has been 
in jail since last Sunday accused of swindling 
Dr. Lioyd Stevens ot Garden City. L. I.. out 
of several hundred dollars by means of imag- 
inary diamonds, was discovered to be no less 
a personage than the bogus nobleman, **‘ Lord” 
Cecil Foster Crewe, who four years ago 
succeeded in imposing on fashionable society 
in this city. Lawyer Edward Swann, attor- 
ney for Dr. Stevens, told several stories of 
Crewe borrowing bric-a-brac and failing to 
return the articles. Enoch Harris, janitor of 
the Broadway National Bank, told how he 
had been bunkoed out of $1,000 on the same 
mythical diamonds last January. Crewe was 
held in $1,500 bail.

Mr. Allen separated from 
his wife several years ago and went abroad to 
live. Judge Howland held that Mrs. Allen 
was entitled tothe custody of her children 
and directed the creation of atrust fund for 
her dDenefit as permanent alimony.

WORTHWESTERN “L” ORDINANCE 
TO BE SENT BAOK BY THE MAYOR. 


Hopkins’ Substitute Will Provide for the 
Payment to the City of a Percentage of 
Receipts—Expenses of the City to Be 
Cat Down —W. K. Ackerman May Be 
Controller=Judges Make Appointments 
- Election Commissioner Hutchings 
Opposed by Judge Scales. 

Mayor Hopkins will undoubtedly send the 
Northwestern “ L”’ road ordinance back to 
the Council €or amendment. This will neces- 
sitate a veto message. The Mayor is satistied 
as to the backers of the ordinance. They are 
substantial capitalists. He says that mén 
like John J. Mitchell, E. L. Brewster, William 
T. Baker, and Clarence Buckingham would 
not back up a poor ordinance. At the same 
time he insists that. the ordinance as passed 
does not give enough to the city. He will in- 
sist on a compensation clause. This will not 
apply for the early years of the ordinance. 
That would have the effect of killing the 
measure, he believes. Butthere will be a stip- 
ulation that after five or eight years of opera- 
tion the city must get a certain per cent of the 
gross receipts. The ordinance as it stands 
provides that the $100,000 guarantee shall 
be in money or in bonds. The amended 
ordinance will provide that it shall be in 
money only. Then the right of way will be in 
some measure restricted. Other modifications 
will be made in the ordinance. 

A good portion of the Mayor’s time was 
taken up yesterday listening to delegations on 
the subject. William Boldenweck and John 
W. Turner headed different ones which were 


‘given lengthy audiences, and the Corporation 


Counsel was closeted most of the afternoon 
with the Mayor discussing the subject. 

One of the delegations which called upon 
the Mayor in the interests of the ordinance 
yesterday called upon Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Zeisler, who has in hand the work of 
preparing a veto and an amendatory 
ordinance, and to him expressed their 
views and stated what they desired 
the ordinance to contain. To these callers 
Mr. Zeisler exoressed himself fully and clear- 
ly. After the conference it was given out that 
the veto messuge would goin with an amend- 
atory ordinance providing first that the first 
five miles shall be built consecutively from 
the business district of the South Side to 
Graceland aveaue at a point somewhere be- 
tween Evanston avenue and Ciark street; that 
this shall be finished, equipped, and put in 
operation within three years, and that within 
the next two years the line shall be extended 
to the northern limits of the city. It wassaid 
also that an amendment would be presented 
providing that after the road had been in op- 
eration ten years the company should pay to 
the city annually 3 per cent of its gross re- 
ceipts. If the line is not completed and in 
operation to the city limits within five years 
the company is to forfeit ite franchise to that 
part of the liné already completed. The 
amendments provide also that the city may 
exercise some rights as to the increasing of 
the number of trains to accommodate the 
growing needs of the district through which 
the road passes. The Mayor will, it is said, 
present a substitute ordinance with the veto, 


What Friends of the Enterprise Say. 


A man who is interested in the success of 
the Northwestern ** L”’ enterprise said last 
night: 

Some of the backers of the road met yesterday 
afternoon and resolved in the event Mayor Hop- 
kins peneenes in demanding t the ordinance 
should be so amended as toexact 1% per cent 
of the gross earnings at any time, or for 
any time, it would be useless to press the enter- 
prise. It would kill this **L” franchise and the 
weople on the North Side would obtain no relief 
rom this souree. The men back of the enter- 
prise are Chicagoans of means and are in earnest 
about building the road, but they want to build 
it on the same terms, so t they can com- 
pete with the road which now has a franchise 
in that territory— the Lake street road. If this 
enterprise: receives the proper encouragement 
from Mr. Hopkins, there will be $15,000,000 of 
taxable property added to sy North Division, 
and life and rs of would be imparted to 
the territory through which the road runs. This 
road, unlike the Lake Street read, proposes to 
buy and pay for every foot of ground through 
which its right-of-way runs and what it needs is 
encouragement. What object would 
corporators have in asking for a 
if they did not mean to build a road? 
law the City Council would have the right to 
give another company or adozen companies equal 


rights in this territory. 

No one on earth can furnish proof that Mr. 
Yerkes has the slightest interest in the road. 
We believe that Mr. Yerkes himself has encour- 
aged the circuiation of reports that he is inter- 
ested in it in order to kill the road. 

D. C. Cregier while Mayor undertook to 
on railroad extension. Ordi- 
nances were passed which he vetoed. 
Hutchinson. his Corporation Counsel, drew 
amended ordinances in which were ee 
requiring that 2 per cent of the gross ng be 
paid the city, whereupon the corporations refused 
to accept these ordinances. The result was that 
the people living in the part of the city where the 
railroad facilities were to be supplied formed 
clubs and Cregier under. 
Mr. Hopkins will invite like treatment 
in the North Division. It is believed that . 
Hopkins is possessed of too much intelVigence to 
kill the Northwestern ordinance by any such 
measure. 

Ald. Kleinicke and Potthotf are backing the 
Dunlevy ordinance, which has no assets whatever 
back of it. and they have got Boldenweck to 
unite with them. The constituents of these 
Aldermen have in public meetings protested 
against their course, while the constituents of 
Ald. Tripp and Sexton have held meetings in ap- 
proval of their actions. 
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CITY EXPENSES TO GO DOWN, 
Mayor Hopkins Will Cut Forces and Make 
Every Man Work, 

Mayor Hopkins yesterday had a conference 
with the heads of most of the city depart- 
ments and bureaus, and laid down his policy 
with regara to the expenditure of public 
money. The conclusion of the discussion was 
that all the unnecessary men must be cut 
from all the pay-rolls; that men who work 
for the city must put in sucha day's work as 
would be required by any business house, and 
that all work not absolutely necessary shall 
not be undertaken. Some of the department 
chiefs were able to offer suggestions based on 
figures as to how the expenses. of 
the City Government might be _  de- 
¢reased, but most of them asked 
further time in which to discover where the 
reductions can best be made. After the con- 
ference the Mayor said the forces would be 
reduced to the greatest extent in the Street 
and Street Cleaning Department, but could 
not tell-how many men would be cut out. 

Commissioner Jones can lvok after the 
street cleaning burcau for a time. Supt. 
Crossette thinks he can get along with twenty- 
one less men in the department and will prob- 
ably doso. He also advises the combining 
of the Hyde Park and Town of Lake water 
offices which will probably be done. Chief 
Brennan told Mayor Hopkins that while 
the force was larger this year than any other. 
because of the World’s Fair, he needed all his 
nen because of the recently annexed territory, 
He said, however, he believed he could reduce 
his expenses next year $100,000. The policy 
regarding the Police Department Mayor 
Hopkins .said will be not to reduce 
by discharging men without cause 
but to keep from appointing 
new ones. Every day men are discharged for 
cause. The question of reducing sularies was 
not discussed at the conference. It is proba- 
ble, however, that in the preparation of the 
annual appropriation bill the Finance cotn- 
mittee will cut all salaries slightly. In the 
afternoon Mr. Hopkins had an interview with 
Secretary Steele of the Street Cleaning Bu- 
reau and directed him to reduce expenses as 
much as possible.

Two Swindlers Arrested in Milwaukee

Mr. Greeley, the Civil Engineer, brought 
forward statistics to show not only that Chi- 
cago now has a population of more than 
2,000,000 but that by 1897 it will be the 
first city in America. This was further 
demonstrated by a chart illustrating 
how Chicago had gained on New 
York in the past ; how the rate 
of gain was increasiug, and what 
was to be expected in the future. Robert C. 
Givins confirmed.Mr. Greeley’s figures, he 
having reached the same conclusions by dif- 
ferent methods. Mr. Givins took occasion to 
find fault with the incompleteness of the city 
directory. *“‘Take the street insecptors 
alone,” said he. ‘The pay-roils show that 
there are 215 street inspectors, and yet the 
names of forty-seven of them do not appear 
in the directory.”’ The health of Chicago's 
2,000,000 was drank at the conclusion of Mr.

Three Carefully Made Estimates. 


S. S. Greeley, the civil engineer, had de- 
voted several days to looking up statistics 
bearing on the subject. He gave the result of 
his investigations in substance as follows: 

Two familiar data for estimating probable po 
ulation of a city where no direct count is made 
are the total vote cast at elections and the num- 
ber of names in the directory. Since 1883 the 
Tratioof population to- vote has raised froma 
minimum of 7.68 in 1892 to a maximum of 
10.43 in 1887. Eliminating these two 
extremes, the average ratio for seven 
election xs 8.78. If now we take the eleven 
Mayoral elections from 1873 to 1892 and the 
corresponding census, interpolating for the years 
of non-coincidence, and divide the sum the 
counts for the eleven years by the sum wf votes 
cast. we get a ratio of 8.94. The total vote cast 
at the Mayoral election of Dec. 18 last was 227,- 
227. Multiplying this by our ratio of 8, 
omitting the odd. hundred, we have as the pop- 
ulation on that date 2,045,043. In 1874 Mr. Don- 
nelley, the publisher of the directory, gave 151,- 
918 as the number of names, and using 3% 
as factor, makes the population 531,- 
713. \\ The city census taken in October 
of that year rather curbs Mr. Donnelley’s 
enthusiasm by a count of only 395,408. 
The true factor for that year would seem to 
about 2.65. Taking the eight years together, 
1872 to 1880, except 1875, for which no sum- 
mary of names was given, the total ratio is 
2.8. In 1892 the form and size of the directory 
were changed. Inthat year the population by 
census was 1,438,010, and the number of pages 
of general directory was 1,550, giving the ratio 
of population to a page as 927.75. In 1893 the 
directory sans Ain 1,681 pages of the same size 
and type. This quantity into the ratio per page

Since the vast accessions of territory by annexa- 
tion in 1889 and later, the city includes vast 
tracts of outlying territory where the streets have 
no name signs andthe houses have no num- 
bers and where the foot of the  can- 
vasser for directories never strays. 
Besides this there is in every city 
a great mass of shifting population, here today 
and off tomorrow. The names of this mass.- are 
rarely listed, except in the poll list, where they 
are rarely missed. Opinion varies as to the 
proper allowance to be made for these various 
omissions, and I know of no way of fixing it defin- 
itely. I have heard it stated as high as 10 per 
cent.

Counts Over Two Millions. 


Robert C. Givins had figured out the popu- 
lation of Chicago on different lines from Mr. 
Greeley, but had reached the same con- 
clusions. In brief he said: 

In 1871 the population of Chicago was 320,- 
000. In that year the total vote polled for Jo- 
seph Medill and ©. C. P. Holden, candidates for 
Mayor, was 22,113, or about -7 _ per 
cent of the gross population. In 1876 an 
election for a short term occurred. Then 
the total vote was 30,111. The ae gee ce then 
was estimated at 407,761, the total vote percent- 
age being only 7% per cent of the gross popula- 
tion. In 1877 the total vote was 50,330. The 
population then was between 450,000 and 500,- 
000, percentage being between 10 and 11 per 
cent. In 1887 the population had risen to 
750,000, and the total vote was 74,678, 


1889 the population had risefi to 1,000,000, and, 
singularly enough, about the same ratio, about 
10 per cent, voted. In 1891, just after all the 
lar suburbs, Hyde Park, Lake View, etc., 
 ¥ been annexed, the population 
climbed up to 1,450,000. In that year 
the vote for Mayor was 161,744, 
or about 11% percent of the gross population of 
the city.

Marked Softening of Feeling Toward the 
Grand Old Man During the Last Yeare 
Only Chamberlain and Other Unionist 
Soreheads Are Against Him Now=—War 
Predicted for 1894—Manifestation o 
Intense Hatred by the Freneh for the 
English=The Duke's Income.

most disturbing question in German politics 
at the moment is one which is also raising an 
ominous ground swell here in England. I 
mean the question of Duke Alfred uf Coburg. 
This Prince seems to be about the same as 
other princes, but he has always been exces- 
sively unpopular in England as the Duke of 
Edinburg, and appears to be doomed 
to arouse equal antipathy in  Ger- 
many. If other scions of royalty 
were notoriously unselfish it would 
be easier to ..-— understand this. 
So far as I have observed, all Princes grab as 
much as they can and hold on to it with their 
whole might and main. Alfred must have 
been born under an unlucky star, because he 
alone gets cursed by everybody for doing 
what in others is regarded quite as a matter 
of course. His sister, the Empress Frederick, 
the English 
civil list, though a rich woman. and has no 
court to keep up. Nobody utters a murmur, 
but when Alfred tries to keep his $50,000, 
which is a marriage settlement precisely as 
hers was, everybody howls. 

English Radicals are up in arms, threaten- 
ing to wreck the government unless Glad- 
stone abandons his ancient fli-requited de- 
fense and the Queen consents to throw her 
sop wverboard, German Radicals and_ ultra- 
Tories join hands in a crusade against the 
idea that a German Prince can possibly ac- 
cept foreign money. It need hardly be 
said that this objection would not be raised if 
it dij not afford an excellent pretext for an 
attack upon Caprivi, and through him on the 
Emperor. That this is its real point is shown 
by the fact that the outcry is led by Bismarck’s 
personal organ, the Hamburger Nachrichten. 
It will not affect things much in Germany, 
whichever way it turns, but may create a good 
deal of political trouble in England unless 
either Gladstone or the Duke gives way.

Making a Grievance for Italy. 


Parliamentary work in lialy will not begin 
till the end of January, and the interregnum 
will be filled by suppressing the civil war in 
Sicily and watching the outcome of the trial 
of the Aigues-Mortes rioters now in progress 
at Angouleme. This wide change of venue 
which is much as if the rioters at New Or- 
leans were tried at Topeka, has not suf- 
ficed to convince Italiana their side will get 
fair play. Accordingly their Consul-General 
at Marseilles has been sent to Angouleme dur- 
ing the trial, his presence being naturally the 
cause for great umbrage tothe French. Evi- 
dence in the trial is extremely perplexing, and 
suggests wholesale perjury on both sides, 
What the result ought to be nobody has the 
slightest idea, but it is taken for granted that 
a French jury will not punish French citizens, 
and that.italy will be supplied with a large 
and valuable grievance. 

Forcing Naval Improvements. 

During the Franco-Russian celebration in 
Paris the visititg Russian editors seem to 
have agreed with their French confreres that 
it would be patriotic work to stir up both na- 
tions toimprove their navies, which were, 
from the nature of the alliance, even more 
important than land’ forces. The French 
journalists accordingly began a concerted at- 
tack on the weak points of the 
French navy and succeeded in _  cre- 
ating a popular demand for reforms 
and new ships which the Chamber does not 
dare refuse to listen to. But they manage 
these things differently in Russia. Souvorine, 
editor of the Novee Vremya, on his return to 
St. Petersburg engaged a naval expert to 
write an elaborate article showing the points 
wherein the Russian m&vy is susceptible to 
improvement. The result was that the issue 
was summarily suppressed and the paper 
itself given official warning for publishing, in 
the words of the censor, ‘‘The impudent and 
false article.”’ As this is the Novoe Vremya’s 
second warning, and another would involve 
its extinction, Souvorine’s reforming zeal has 
cooled. 

No Innovations for British Wesleyans. 

British Wesleyans have been much excited 
of late over the formal proposal by one of 
their leading lights, Dr. Rigg, to adopt the 
Episcopal system which American Methodists 
had from the beginning. For some time it 
looked as if Dr. Rigg would get his idea of 
Bishops adopted, but latterly there has been 
a strong rallying of the opposition, and now it 
is believed the proposed innovation will be 
voted down by a large majority. 

New Pictures at the Luxembourg. 

However much the French may be politi- 
cally drawing themselves into their shell, 
their direction of fine arts is exhibiting a 
quite opposite tendency. The Luxembourg 
Museum reopened today with some dozen for- 
eign works on its walls, 
Whistler’s portrait of his mother was almost 
the only representative of strangers. Among 
the newcomers are Sir F. Leighton, G. F. 
Watts, E. Burne Jones, and Calvert for the 
English, and Alexander Harrison and William 
F. Dannat for the Americans. The German, 
Fritz von Uhde, is also there. 

An Unpopular Proposal. 

The attempt of the illustrators to establish 
a trades union for artists in black and white, 
in which Joseph Pennell, Harry Furniss, and 
Macbeth are leaders, probably will not come 
to much. Editors of picture papers say that 
any proposition to raise prices will simply 
force them to rely upon young, unknown art- 
ists eager to take any pay they can get. 

Important Shows Opened. 

Both the Royal Academy and New Mullery 
open big important shows of old pictures to- 
day. Theformer has a special feature of 
William Blake’s drawings for the Book of 
Job, reflecting the marked revival of public 
interest in that quaint and gifted mystic 
which has been apparent during the last year. 

Garner Under the Knife. 

R. L. Garner, the student of monkey 
language, had an operation performed on his 
throat today and will be kept another fort- 
night under the doctor’s care, though it is 
nothing but a local ailment. He expects 
then to sail to America prior to his 
return to Africa to prosecute his research 
under new and better auspices. His has of- 
fers from a wealthy Liverpool source of am- 
ple funds fora big exploring expedition in 
Africa, and if this takes a shape favorable to 
hisown specialty he wili close withit. In 
any case he will go back to Africa like every 
other manlever knew who once fell under 
the fascination of the Dark Continent.

GLADSTONE WILL NOT TULERATE OB- 
STRUOTION OF HIS PLANS. 


Parish Councils Bill Must Be Quickly Dis- 
posed Of So That Other Business May Be 
DoneBig Deficitin the Next Budget= 
Labouchere Keeps Up His Fight on 
Royal Beggars and GladstoneeTax on 
Imported SilvereThe Navy Continues to 
Worry the Timid=—Mrs, Maybrick’s Case.

Loxnpox, Dec, 30.—After the Cabinet coun 

cil yesterday the government whips intimated 
to the Conservatives the Ministry’s desire to 
arrange a compromise on the issue of the 
parish councils bill with a view to enlarge 
the parliamentary session about Jan, 20. 
The negotiations were opened with Arthur 
Balfour, Unionist leader, and Joseph Cham- 
berlain, his first lieutenant, but neither of 
these gentlemnen showed much inclination to 
make terins unless the government would 
grant concessions altering the popular charac- 
ter of the measure. The difference between 
Ministry and opposition in this case centers on 
what appears to be a trivial question 
concerning the constitution of the poor law 
boards andthe control of the same by the 
parish councils. The negotiations with the 
Unionist leaders failed mainly, however, be- 
cause the opposition mean to wreck the whole 
bill by obstruction and so embarrass the gov- 
ernment business for the next session as to 
foredoom it to failure. Since all other means 
have proved vain, Mr. Gladstone is now de- 
termined to checkmate this plan by applying 
the closure by compartments, as he did in 
the case of the home rule bill. There is still 
a chance that Mr. Balfour, when in- 
forined this decision, may recon- 
sider his first plan. If no  agree- 
ment be obtained before the meeting 
of the House Monday Mr. Gladstone will an- 
nounce his intentions. Doubtless the Con- 
servatives will cry out against the so-called 
tyranny ofthe government in shutting off 
full discussion of the remaining fifty clauses 
of the bill. The peers, moreover, will find in 
the closure proceedings an excuse for reject- 
ing or amending the undebated clauses; but as 
the extensive ministerial program of the com- 
ing session must be carried out before the dis- 
solution no other course is open to Mr. Glad- 
stone than the sumtmary disposal of the par- 
ish councils bill inthe Commons and the 
transfer of the whole burden of its rejection 
to the shoulders of the peers. 


Next Year’s Budget. 


The Ministers propose to prorogue Parlia- 
ment Jan. 20, and to resume work Feb. 2. As 
the third quarter of the financial year closed 
today it is now possible to make a fairly ac- 
curate estimate as to the budget. For the 
quarters completed today the receipts are 
£59,000,000 against £60,900,000 in the 
corresponding period of 1892. The next 
quarter will give the exchequer the benefit of 
the bulk of the income tax still remaihing to 
be collected. Taking the most favorable pos- 
sible view of the receipts in the next quarter 
nobody would estimate the receipts for the 
whole financial year at more than £00,000,- 
000. That means a deticit of £1,750,- 
000, according to Sir William Harcourt’s 
estimates in the last budget. An analysis of 
the sources of revenue shows that both cus- 
toms and excise receipts are dwindling, nor 
does the depression exhibit the slightest symp- 
tom of relief. With each passing month the 
dullness of trade becomes moré discouraging. 
While the revenue is thus waning the expendi- 
tures of the governinent increase. The utter 
badness and hopelessness of the situation, to- 
gether with the fact that Mr. Gladstone’s Cab- 
inet entered into office pledged to radical tax 
reforms in the interest of the workingmen, 
keep alive the reports that the Ministers pre- 
fer a dissolution to facing the necessity of 
the new taxes. The distress 
among the poor .of London 
is shown by the workhouse returns for the 
holidays. Christmas day 108,000 names 
were on the relief roll. This number exceeds 
the records of Christmas, 1892, by more than 
10,000, 

Labouchere’s War on Gladstone. 


Henry Labouchere, the radical leader and 
fighting editor of Truth, pursues without ces- 
sation his campaign against the government's 
plan of continuing the £10,000 annual in- 
come drawn by Duke Alfred of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha in his capacity as Duke of Edinburg. 
He has canvassed the Rudical members of the 
House of Commons.to get signatures to his 
protest against the grant. This protest will 
be presented to Mr. Gladstone. Labouchere’s 
hostility to Mr. Gladstone is becoming 
more evident daily. He has not 
forgiven the Premier for excluding 
him from office. Both in the 
lobby and in the press he hints at the advisa- 
bility of Mr. Gladstone’s retiring from public 
life. His suggestions of this sort, however, 
have found no echo anywhere in the govern- 
ment ranks. On the contrary, they are re- 
sented generally. Although Mr. Gladstone is 
failing physically the Liberals feel more 
keenly than ever that they have nobody to 
take his place, and they dread the disorgan-

ization which would follow his disappearance 


from political life, 
England Would Like to Tax Silver. 

Advices from Bombay are to the effect that 
an impcrt duty of 20 per cent is about to be 
imposed on silver. Dealers are said to be al 
ready offering a premium to banks taking the 
risk on the imposition of the duty. Inquiries 
at the India office elicited no positive in- 
formation, as the officials were exceedingly 
reticent, but the imgpression was made that no 
duty had yet been decided on by the govern- 
ment. London dealers do not believe that 
the duty would be effective, as smuggling 
would be done on an enormous scale, despite 
all efforts of the India Government to pre- 
vent it. 

Worried About the Navy. 

The Admiralty plan for enlarging the navy 
is stillin embryo. All that is known posi- 
tively is that no extraordinary grant will be 
demanded at once, as if the country were on 
the brink of war. The Admiralty Lords will 
meet the views and ease the task of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer by allocating the ex- 
penditures over a number of years. A fixed 
annual sum is to cover armaments and equip- 
ments of all kinds, but the cost of the ships 
is. to appear in the budget only after 
they shall have been armed and made 
ready for service. The Army and Navy 
Gazette suggests a permanent construction 
committee consisting of three Com manders and 
three Captains, witha chief constructor and a 
director of naval ordnance as advisory mem- 
bers. The committee would report annually 
to Parliament on the progress of home and 
foreign naval construction. The suggestion is 
said to emanate from the admiralty. Sir Edward 
James Reed, M. P., who speaks with author- 
ity on naval matters, said today in an inter- 
view on the experience of the warship Resolu- 
tion in a storm in the Bay of Biscay: ‘* We 
need not apprehend any special perils for bat- 
tleships of the Resolution type. Resolution 
was handled badly. .She is not unseaworthy, 
and there is nothing risky about her con- 
struction,” 3 

No Methodist Episcopate Wanted. 


The project to create a Methodist épiscopate 
has encountered so much opposition among 
the younger ministers that it must be aban- 
doned. The conspicuous Methodist leader, 
Dr. Rigg. who is .a Conservative in politics, 
and the Rev. Price Hughes, who is an ardent 
Radical, agree that English Mcthodism would 
benefit under a higher governing order of 
clergy; yet Dr. Rigg’s proposal, now in the 
hands of a committee, that thirteen Bishops 
be set apart from ordinary circuit work to 
supervise synods has not the approval of the 
bulk of the church’s adherents. The oppo- 
nents of the proposal fear that its execution 
would make the church more autocratic 
and tess popular. The history of Amer- 
ican Methodism showiug that an episcopate 
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all events it has not altered the prejudices of 
most English Methodists. 
Federation Boldly Talks of Revenge. 

The Social Democratic Federation has given 
out another manifesto in which Tories, Liber- 
als, Radicals, churchmen, and dissenters are 
denounced in a bunch as willing or anxious 
to butcher the starvmg unemployed. Work- 
ingmen and women, says the munifesto, 
ought to combine to convince the plundering 
classes that labor cannot be sweated and 
starved at pleasure; that they no longer im- 
plore justice, but are hoping for revenge. 
The manifesto has.a fierce anarchistic tone, 
which has not characterized the Federation's 
previous utterances. 

The recent revival of the agitation for a new 
trial of Mrs. Maybrick, confined in Woking 
Prison because convicted of having poisoned 
her husband, has ended in a fizzle. The 
Home Office denies that it has received the 
important new evidence which Mrs. May- 
brick’s friends were said to have produced. 
Mrs. Maybrick is now employed in the kitchen 
of Woking prison, when she is not in the 
hospital. She will have no chance of being 
released until after having served the tenth 
year of her term. Her mosher’s expectation 
that she will be liberated soon is 
a mistake. If the government could 
release the woman without exciting press 
comment, it might be done eanier, but un- 
fortunately for Mrs, Maybrick her friends and 
the press will not let her case be forgotten. 

Accused and Accuser Are Friends. 

Mrs. Ethel Osborne, the central figure in the 
great pearl case,is living in seclusion in the 
Welsh village where she went after leaving 
prison to give birth to her child: Mrs. Maj. 
Hargreaves, who .lost the jewels stolen by 
Mrs. Osborne, has renewed her friendship 
with the woman whom she virtually sent to 
prison, 


RESOLUTION MUST BE REBUILT, 


Terrible Defects Found in Great Britain’s 
Big Battleship, 

_Lonpox, Dec. 30.—The behavior of the war- 
ship Resolution during the recent gale it en- 
countered in the Bay of Biscay continues to 
excite considerable comment among naval 
experts, and the opponents of the present 
style of large warships are taking advantage 
of the ogcasion to point out what they claim 
are defects in the construction. 

Today the Pall Mall Gazette publishes a 
letter written by an officer belonging to the 
Resolution. He says when the vessel was 
half a mile from the Plymouth break water, 
outward bound, a sea swept over it, carrying 
overboard two seamen. The gunboat Glean- 
er; which was sailing in company with the 
Resolution, was close to it, and Lieut. Dean, 
who was on the bridge of the gunboat, saw 
the two men as they were swept overboard. 
Without a moment’s hesitation he threw off 
his heavy coat and dived from the bridge and 
swam to one of the men. This man the 
Lieutenant kept above the’water until a boat 
picked them up. The other man was 
drowned, 

Continuing, the letter says the wind was 
blowing sixteen knots an hour and was dead 
ahead. Sucha high sea was running that 
even then it was impossible to put the Reso- 
lution about, as it was certain it would cap- 
size. Could it have been done with any de- 
gree of safety the vessel would have put back 
to Plymouth. It was not until Dec. 10 that 
it was considered safe to turn the vessel. The 
maneuver was performed with great care and 
amid great, though subdued, excitement, and 
the vessel was headed for Queenstown. 

The writer says the Resobution sustained 
fearful damuge. Its boats were stove and its 
rails were twisted asthough they had been 
made of wire. Hardly any coal was left. At 
2 o'clock, Dec. 20, it rolled 45 degrees to 
port and starboard and each time it went 
down until its rails were under water. The 
Captain said if it rolled 5 degrees further it 
would turn completely over. Everybody 
aboard of it knows they hada narrow escape 
from going to the bottom with the ship. All 
the officers of the Resolution, from the Cap- 
tain down, regard itasan extremely unsafe 
vessel, 

When the Captain’s report reaches the Ad- 
miralty it is expected all those on board it 
will be transferred to another ship. The Res- 
olution must be rebuilt to be made safe. It 
certainly will not go to sea for some time. 
The evening of Dec. 20 it would have’ been 
impossible to have lowered the small boats 
even if they had not been stove because the 
sea was too high for any small boat to have 
lived in it five minutes. 


POPE LEO IN EXCELLENT HEALTA, 


Manifestse Great Interest in American Af- 
fairs and Watches Satolli’s Course,

good many reports regarding the health of 
the Pope, and it may be interesting to learn 
the truth, which is as follows: His Holiness, 
considering his age, is as well as can be ex- 
pected.

He shows this 
in every way possible. He takes the deepest 
interest in the progress of Satolli’s 
work. Recently his Holiness received 
a large photograph of Satolli, who was 
seated, and the center figure of a large 
gathering of American prelates in Philadel- 
phia.’ He examined the photograph careful- 
ly when he saw Satolli’s figure. He expressed 
much interest in a larger photograph of the 
same prelate by Runshi. He looked at it and 
said: ‘* Yes, that is exactly like him.” On 
the same day his Holiness received 
two portraits of Harrison and Cleve- 
land, which pleased him much, Being shown 
later on a large photograph of the American 
Liberty Bell, he scrutinized it closely and 
after asking for some particulars said: * | 
notice they rang it so vigorously in the cause 
of liberty as to crack it,’’ referring to the 
well-known crack in the bell. At the Christ- 
mas ceremonies the Pope looked singu- 
larly weil. His respoase to the ad- 
dress of the Cardinals was considered ex- 
ceedingly happy in its expression, During 
the last few days the Pope has been seen tak-

New York 
World, |—Christmas eve was celebrated by the 
imperial family in the strictly orthodox Ger- 
man fashion, with Christmas trees and sepa- 
rate tables with presents for each member. 
Between the tables of the Emperor and Em- 
press stooda magnificent large tree. Each 
child had its own tree, these trees 
diminishing in size from the Crown Prince's 
down to the little Princess. Opposite the 
Empress’ table stood a table with a tree for 
court officials and the Princes’ tutors. All 
the tables were laden with numerous pres- 
ents, mostly useful articles. 

Another interesting scene was when the 
Emperor and the Empress gave Christmas 
presents to their servants in the Ffo-called 
blue hall. As the Empress entered, sur- 
rounded by all her sons and carryiag the lit- 
tle Princess on her arm, the organ struck up 
the choral ** Stille Nacht, Heilige Nacht,’’ in 
which all present, including the imperial 
couple, joined. When the last notes died 
away the Empresas called the name of each 
servant, and the Princes conducted them in 
turn to their respective places, where presents 
were arranged for each. 

The presents of the Empeor to the Empress 
were mostly works of art and some articles of 
personal utility. The Empress conducted her 
imperial consort to his table, on which were 
arranged presents selected by her, consisting 
r of books, pictures, and various trifles, some 
of a comic character. Each of the three 
elder Princes was presented with snowshoes 
and a rowing apparatus. All the court offi- 
cials, the kinsfolks, and the friends of the im- 
perial family received valuable articles of 
jewelry. All the servants received meney 
besides numerous presents. Each member of 
the imperial family and household down ‘to 
the lowest servant found among his presents 
the regulation plate containimg applies, nuts, 
and honey cakes. The entire cost to the Em- 
peror’s private purse this Christmas exceeds 
$50,000. 

-Christmnas honors, customary in England, 
are few here. Only one man, Prof. Lindea- 
schmidt, received a personal patent of no- 
bility. 

Remarkable Will Case at Munich. 

Dr. von Buerklin, Vice-President of the 
Reichstag, figures as plaintiff in a remarkable 
will case now before the Munich courts. The 
defendant is William Hauber. the second hus- 
banc of Mme. von Buerklin’s mother. who 
was a daughter of the late Herr Grohe, an 
énormously rich banker and land-owner. She 
first married Herr Wolf, a land-owner of 
Wachenheim. The marriage was not happy. 
Mrs. Wolf eventually left her husband and 
daughter and fled to the United States. She 
returned after Wolf's death and married Lau- 
ber. Before this second marriage Dr. von 
Buerklin entered into an agreement with her 
by whic&s she gave up all financial claims upon 
and all intercourse with her daughter in con- 
sideration-ef $250,000 cash and a yearly al- 
lowance of $15,000. The agreement did not 
contain provision for the money after the 
death of mother or daughter. When Mrs. 
Wolf married Hauber she made a marriage 
contract with him by which the survivor be- 
came heir to all the property. Mme, Hauber 
died last spring. Dr. and Mrs. von Buerklin 
now sue Hauberfor the surrender of the 

250,000.

All Against the Italians. 


In discussing the trial of the persons con- 
cerned in the Aigues-Mortes riots, in which 
eight Italians were killed and forty seriously 
wounded, French newspapers unanimously 
agree that the Italians were in the wrong; 
that in attending the police inquiry into the 
riots the Italian Consul committed un offense 
against propriety and French hospitality which 
no number of murdered Italians can exeuse. 
The Police Magistrate is blamed with egual 
unanimity for encouraging the presence of 
the Consul. Figaro makes the comprehen- 
sive remark that ‘‘ whatever result may come 
from the trial it is certain that King Humbert 
-and Sig. Crispi have more hostile feelings to- 
wards France than the murderers of -Aigues- 
Mortes had towards their Italian victims.” 

Anarchy Popular in the Latin Quarter, 

Anarchy is enjoying a certain popularity 
among the studious youth of the Latin quar- 
ter. The writer knows from personal con- 
tact with the students that many of them 
have no sympathy with the Deputies who 
lives were menaced by bootnails propelled by 
high explosives. There are at least four 
weekly newspapers of anarchistic tendencies 
or “individualist ’’ principles published in 
that quarter. The publication is announced 
for tomorrow of a pamphlet by Daniel 
Saurin, a young law student, entitled “‘ Order 
Through Anarchy.”’

disorder. Every person is free to 
exercise his will, and order is spontaneously 
willed by individuals. The whole human 
body imposes order—not the capricious will 
of afew. Man has become a subject through 
fear of beinga slave, but the State as the 
guardian of the individual becomes more use. 
less day by day. The legal code is the anchor 
to which we have imprudently tied the indi- 
vidual. It now hinders progress. Every one 
has a right to eat, therefore let us have no 
more property. Anarchy will realize order 
by general human activity favoring the ex- 
pansion and growth of every one.”’

SAILORS DRIVE AWAY MUTINEERS, 


German Government Property in the Cam- 
eroons Is Recaptured After a Fight, 

Bexuiyn, Dec. 30.—The reports: of the seiz- 
ure by natives of the German Governiment 
house at the Cameroons, West Africa, have 
been confirmed by dispatches received today, 
among them being an official dispatch from 
the Governor of the Cameroons. The mutiny 
broke out Dec. 15, The mutineers number- 
ed 100, sixty of them being native sofdiers 
and the remaining forty women, carrying 
firearms. After driving the officials out of 
the building they took full posses- 
sion and set to work to _ barricade 
the doors and windows. The officials, 
however, did not give up the building 
without a struggle, and in the fighting that oc- 
curred’one white man, one loyal policeman, 
and a native soldier were killed. One white 
man was wounded. The mutineers held the 
building for six days. Then the German gun- 
boat Hyaene arrived off the coast and its com- 
mander sent a detachment of sailors and a 
number of marines ashore tu recapture the 
building. This they did after a fight in which 
six white men were wounded. The cannon, 
rifles, and ammunition’ the mutineers had 
taken possession of were also recaptured. 
Five of the mutineers were killed and four 
who were captured were hanged. A majority 
of the mutineers fled toe the bush, where it 
would be hopeless to pursue them. Damage 
to the amount of 20,000 marks was done to 
the government property. The government 
has ordered that another.gunboat proceed im- 
mediately to the coast.

STRIKING BAKERS HEAR SPEECHES, 


Resolutions Are Passed by the Carpenters 
and Joiners Pledging Support. 

The striking bakers held a mass-meeting at 
Bricklayers’ Hall last evening and listened to 
speeches by W. C. Pomeroy, Robert Steiner, 
M. H. Madden, L. T. O’Brien, and other labor 
union leaders. The strikers have taken a new 
position in their fight and onit they expect 
aid from every branch of organized labor in 
Chicago, The report in circulation now is 
that they were locked out and thus made the 
victims of a conspiracy on the part 
of the bosses of the Bakers’ Associa- 
tion. The Strike committee claim to 
have discovered evidences, siuce Albert Wag- 
ner quit the association last Friday and took 
all his old men back under the terms of the 
original agreement, of a well laid echeme to 
make them leave the union and also break up 
their shop organizations or be thrown out of 
employment. They also charge that the time 
selected for making this move, in the middle 
of winter when so many men are out of work 
and starving, was a part of the conspiracy. 
Legal pruceedings against the bosses 
are advocated, and legal advice with 
that end in view has been 


Fasked. It was vigorously advocated by the 


epeakers at yesterday's meeting, 

Mr. Pomeroy stated that the Executive 
committee of the Waiters’ and Bartenders’ 
Union had taken action pledging the strikers 
their support, and also agreeing as far as their 
influence could be exerted that waiters in 
restaurants would refuse to handle bread not 
bearing a union label. It was furthermore 
reported that the Scandinavian bosses had 
made overtures to their old men, and that the 
old agreement between them, under which 
the men would return to work, will be re- 
newed today. 

The District Council of the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners iast night 
pledged the support of its organization to the 
bakers.

He is the founder of an altruist community, 

five miles from Flint, where he owns 415 

acres of the finest cultivated land in Genesee 

County. He proposes, to take sixty of the 

most reputable families now under. the 

eare of the local poor commission, pay 
all their expenses, clothe, feed, house 
them, and accept them as members 
of the community in good standing.

tute in this city was pauperizing thousands

Pulmonary ailments, pneumonia, consumption, 

bronchitis, which are generally conceded to 
dust-born diseases, carried away 5,103, serv- 
ing to teach us that floors and streets should be 
thoroughly sprinkled before sweeping, and the 
sweepings immediately gathered and burned. 
Three thousand one hundred and seventy cases 
of scariet-fever, with 336 deaths, and 2,600 of 
diphtheria, with 959 deaths, were reported, 
Warning cards were posted upon the houses and 
the houses disinfected by fumigation after the 
disease had spent its force.

The establishment of a Bureau of Milk Inspec- 
tion early in the year has done much to preveut 
disease, particularly among children, for bad 
nutrition is to blame for the large infant mortal- 
ity. Eleven thousand three hundred and ten’ 
samples of milk have been analyzed and 3,232 
licenses have been issued, making a revenue for 
the city of $30,000.

CHICAGO AVENUD FrOLICE COURT. 


Inerease in the Amount of Business in the 

East Division. 

There was an increase in the volume of 
business transacted ia the East Chicago Ave- 
nue Police Court’in the year 1893, as com- 
pared to the same period in 1892. In the 
latter year the number of prisoners tried in 
this court was 6,421. During the year just 
ending there were 6,834. ‘The increase was 
due in part to the lawless element attracted 
to Chicago during the World’s Fair. Four 
were charged with murder, 75 with robbery, 
196 with burglary, 376 with larceny, 3,516 
with disorderly conduct; then follow 2.700 
divided among every crime provided for by 
city ordinance. 

rhe actual receipts of cash in fines and 
costs were comparatively small. A large ma- 
jority punished by fines went to the bridewell 
for terms ranging from ten to 200 days. 
Many,persons were also fined and sent to the 
Washingtonian and Martha Washington 
Homes, while in a large number of igstances 
heavy fines were entered up against prisoners 
and suspended pending future good behavior. 
The amounts of fines and costs collected by 
months were:

Probate Clerk Suilivan’s annual report for 
L803 shows un increase of twenty-six in the 
number of estates administered by the court 
and of 86,600 in the total earnings over the 
previous year.

The Bureau Much Displeased with Its An- 
Appropriation.

The Bureau of Municipal Electric Lights is 
far from satisfied with its appropriation. Its 
poverty can be guessed when it could only 
pay one man, ata salary of $60 per month, 
to look after 1,105 lamps at night during the 


year. He paid his own car-fare. Unprovided 
with a conveyance, no man could half do the 
job. Supt. Barrett expects to make 
a favorable showing under the 
new special assessment ordinance, 
The ninety-nine arc lamps located in the 


main streets of the northwestern part of the 
city and formerly operated from the power: 
house at Rice and Lincoln streets have been 
connected recentty and are now operated 
from the power-house at the corner of Chica- 
go avenue and Sedgwick street. The total 
number of arc lamps now operated from the 
city’s plants is 1,105, distributed as fellows: 
Chicago avenue and Sedgwick street plant, 
383; Fourteenth street and Indiana avenue 
plant, 350; No. 139 Throop street plant,

The report covers the different departments 
of the jail, civil and criminal courts under 
the jurisdiction of the Sheriff. Chief Bailiff 
bP. J, Cahill makes a statement of the busi- 
ness done for the civil courts. It shows that 
since June l of this year 6,425 writs were 
issued for jury service, of which. 3,280 were 
for the Circuit Court, 1,501 for the Superior 
Court, and 1,644 for the County Court.. For 
the six months a total of 9.761 writs of ail 
kinds were received and 8,263 of these were 


served, To serve these writs the Deputy 
Sheriffs traveled 180,025 ~-miles. for 
which they received in fees $10,225. During 


the period covered by the report 542 arrests 
were m@de; 351 patients were taken to the 
ney lunge 14,178 miles were traveled in doing 
this, ad $2,731 was earned in fees. Persons 
summoned to serve as jurors who were ex- 
cused and dismissed were as follows: 

Excused, having served within one year, 234; 
over 60 years old, 230; under 21 years old, 29; 
excused for having served as judges and clerks of 
election, 237; not able to read or write English, 
135 ; unable to comprehend the English language, 
325; not citizens of the .United States, 130; 
attorneys and physicians, 63; members of State 
militia, 62; public officials, 172; not competent 
to serve as jurors. 280; sick, with doctor's cer- 
tificate, 250; deafness, 138; out of the city tem- 
porarily, 123; summoned but did not appear in 
court, 423: writs returned, persons dead, 52; 
not found in Cook County, 575; not required, 
panel full, 580, 

The chief bailiff asks that officers who have 
spent extra time in connection with the evén- 
ing sessions of court for the naturalization of 
citizens be remunerated by the county. 

In the Criminal Court Chief-Deputy Joseph 
Carolan reports the total number of persons 
served, 22,193; total number of - miles trav- 
eled, 218,733; total amount of fees earned. 
$25,746. During the six months the grand 


bills were returned, Mr. Carolan asks for an 
increase in his force. He says: 

I'he grand jury hears on an average forty ~ases 
daily, with an average of five witnesses in each 
case. This with the Criminal Court subpoenas, 
both for the State and the defense, requires the 
service of from 200 to 400 writs daily. The bail- 
iff are kept busy during the forenoon conveying 
persons to and from tne courts and police sta- 
tions. They have to serve 400 jurors every two 
weeks, in addition to specials. The grand 
jury during the month of November re- 
turned 186 indictments against persons not 
in custody. On account of other 
work we were unable to make the arrests imme- 
diately, thus causing delay in bringing the of- 
fenders to justice. ‘ith no further increase in 
the number of courts hearing criminal cases the 
work could be done with an increase of ten men. 
During the last six months it has been necessary 
to convey many prisonefs tothe County Building, 
some distance from the jail, for trial, and owing 
to the lack of sufficient Cae two or more of them 
haye often been sent handcuffed together in charge 
of a single bailiff. Thisis extremely dangerous, 
and should the prisoners attempt to escape under 
such circumstances.they.would undoubtedly suc- 
cead. Idesire to furtier call aftention to the 
fact that the bailiffs ia “traveling about the city 
serving writs have to pag their own car-fare, as 
well as that of prisoners in their charge. It 
would seem but just that an allowance should be 
made for such expenses in addition to salary. 


COUNTY INSTITUTIONS AT DUNNING, 


Supt. Pyne’s Report Shows a Decrease of 
Expenditures=His Recommendations, 
James R. Pyne, Superintendent of the coun- 

ty institutions at Dunning, has also submitted 

his annual report to tha board. Mr. Pyne 
was appointed by the County Board last April 
to fill the vacancy at Dunning made by the 
resignation of Dr. Brown. During the time 
he has’ been in control it is seen from his re- 
port that. he has saved the county over $18,,- 

000 beyond the amount appropriated and 

reduced the per capita cost per day for each 

inmate from 40 cents to 17 cents. The 
amounts paid for suppliesc .ring the last nine 
months were as follows: 

April, $16,716; May, $18,349; June, $16,546; 
July, $16,846; August, $17,184; September, 
$11,090; October, 813,300; November, $14,380; 

Jecember, $15,000. Total, $139,423. 

There are 2,900 inmates in the different in- 
stitutions. and the average cost perday for 
keeping thein is 24.69 cents. For the nine 


months $44,707 was paid for salaries. 
The Poorhouse farm was a paying in- 
vestment during the last season, 


Over one ton and a half of beets were raised, 
17,438 heads of cabbage, 30 tons of carrots, 
1,507 bushels of oats, 3,578 bushels of pota- 
toes, 1,835 pounds of parsnips, 1,478 dozen 
radishes, 1,850 pounds of turnips, 131 hogs 
were fed and butchered, being 26,531 pounds 
net. Mr. Pyne says: 

The capacity of our buildings is taxed to the 
utmost. With adequate room there could be bet- 
ter sanitation and a consequent better general 
bodily health. In view of these facts I think it 
would be well to consider the expediency of 
building at least one additional cottage for the 
insane. I would recommend the erection of a 
large dining-room for women to be located south 
ofthe kitchen and connecting therewith and 
covered 


also with the main building by 
passageways. The second floor of this 
could be conveniently arranged for a 


women’s sewing and general work room. A large 
bnilding to be used as a general workshop would 
be considered an improvement of prime neces- 
sity. ‘ith such a building properly arranged 
and equipped with tools and machinery many 
patients could be employed in making articles 
of various kinds for the use and adornment of 
the institutions of the county. The provision of 
a workshop for insane patients who are me- 
chanics would result in a saving to the county 
as well as a benevolence. In connection with the 
workshop a new laundry should be constricted. 
One large enough to do the work of all institu- 
tions would be advisable, A new bakery and a 
new ice-house are also needed. 

Atthe infirmary the number of patients be- 

comes so great during the winter months that the 
wards are literally packed and many are obliged 
to lodge in the hallways. To relieve this an ad- 
dition should be made to the building and a sep- 
arate isolated building should be prepared for 
those afflicted with contagious diseases. 1 would 
especially urge the necessity of having lake 
water extended to the institutions. The wells do 
not afford sufficient water for cooking, washing, 
and flushing purposes, and during the dry season 
withthe present supply the institutions would 
be at the mercy of flames. 
To meet any emergency that may arise I think 
appropriations should be made as follows: sup- 
plies, $230,000; salaries, $87,802; total, $317,- 
802.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CORONER. 


It Shows a Slight Decrease in the Number 
of Inguests, 

The annual report of Coroner James Mec. 
Hale shows a decrease in the number of cases 
handled during the year. Up to date 2.148 
inquests have been held by the Coroner and 
his deputies. During 1892 there were 2.301 
cases. Up to Dec. 28 there were 359 suicides 
in Cook County, as against 294 the year be- 
fore. There have been 428 railroad accidents 
which resulted fatally. Last year there were 
397. The accidents at street crossings 
of railroads in 1892 resulted in ninety-three 
deaths, while during the present year the 
number has been 153, an increase of 80 per 
cent. 
Including employés the number of persons 
killed in jumping on or off trains and walking 
on railroad tracks is twenty-two. In 1892 
there ‘were 197. In 1892 forty-nine persons 
were killed in street car accidents, including 
horse and cable lines. During the present 
year eighty deaths have resulted from such 
accidents.

In 1893, 1,789 persons who were iooked 
after by the Coroner after death were males, 
38 females, 835 were married, 038 single, 83 
widowers, 56 widows, 2,079 white and 68 
colored. Of the suicides 276 were males and 
83 females; 197 married, 17 widowers, 7 
— and 1 divorced; 345 white, 13 col- 
ored, 

The most used mode of death among the 
suicides was by shooting, 11): 107 chose 
poison, 60 hanging, 25 throat-cutting, and 
18 drowning. 

In the list of more important cases during 
the year the Cold Storage tire at Jackson 
Park, July 10. undoubtedly comes first. Six- 
teen lives were lost in this calamity. The 
collision between a Pittsburg, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis and Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago train, Sept. 7, be- 
tween Sedgwick and Colehour, known as the 
Colehour wreck. in which thirteen lives were 
lost, is next in importance to the Cold Storage 
fire. Nov. 10 occurred another disastrous 
wreck at Eggieston. Two ‘Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific trains came together in a 
rear end collision and thirteen were killed. 
The wreck at Forty-ninth street and Halsted, 
July 17, in which a Grand Trunk passenger 
train ran into a street car, cost three lives. 

The mort important inquest of the year was 
that on the body of Carter H. Harrison, held 
Sunday, Oct. 29, at the residence of the mur- 
dered man.

January—Eight hundred and forty-two were 
admitted, eighty rejected, seventy-nine cases 
dressed and sent home. Forty-one died. 

February—1,542 were admitted, 109 rejectea, 
and 111 cases dressed and sent home. Seventy- 
five died. 

March—1,020 were admitted, 153 rejected, and 
121 cases dressed and sent home. Ninety-seven 
died. 

April—1.023 were admitted, 90 rejected, and 
75 cases dressed and sent home.

RECORD OF MARRIAGE LICENSES, 


World’s Fair Year Shows an Increase of 
. 489 Applicants. 

Maurice Salmonson, marriage license clerk, 
had an unusual crowd of applicants to dispose 
of yesterday morning. The crowd was com- 
posed of young men and old men, all anxious 
to secure a marriage license so that they could 
be married New Year’s day. During the three 
hours that the office was open from 10 a. m. 
till 1 o’clock seventy-three persons were 
granted license to marry and necessary papers 
issued them. This is about twice or three 
times the number of ordinary days, but is a 
little short of the number that came on the 
same day last year. Clerk Salmonson makes 
the following report of the work done at his 
desk during the year: 

To those who in the annual report of contract- 
ed marriages see a most potent factor in the de- 
velopment of the community the listof 1803 
will be studied with no smail interest. Some 
may be surprised that the record, despite the hard 
times, beats any other record of preceding years; 
others may be disappointed that the number is 
not high enough for a World’s Fair year. Matter 
of fact people will not philosophize at all, but 
will simply notice that the number of licenses 
issued in 1893 was 17,600, as against 17,111 in 
1892. 

Of course, the World's Fair made its influence 
felt; expectations of high incomes, blended with 
hope of plenty of work for every body, enthused a 
great many people, and in the mouth of January 
1,479 young couples were moved to enter the 
state of married life. The number during the 
corresponding month in 1892 was 1,224. 

Not a dark spot in the horizon indicated hard 
times, and the march toward the license window 
was kept up by 1,129 couples in February. This 
isa most excellent showing when is borne in 
mind the fact of an early Lent. A comparison 
with February. 1892, when the number reached 
1.267. would under these circumstances be out 
of order. The extension of the dull season into 
March somewhat arrested the increase, but nev~- 
ertheless 1,116 couples managed to find .ne win- 
dow, an increase of 250 over March, 18%2, No 
sooner had the religious preveution ceased to ex- 
ist than the march was taken up anew and with 
increased vigor. Never before in the history of 
Chicago have 1,774 couples in the month of April 
declared their intention to become busbands and 
wiyes. , : 3 : 

There were only 1,383 licenses issued in April 
the year before. Most of these licenses were 
made use of the same day, when the gates of 
Jackson Park were thrown open to an admiring

its charm last June. On the contrary, 1,665 
young people—for they are invariably young in 
this month—gave promise never to fors each 
other. This*is an increase of 150 couples com- 
pared with June, 1892. Those who think the 
climax of the season was here reached are great- 
ly mistaken. In passi July, when the run on 
the banks started, with its 1,275 licenses, atten- 
tion is respectfully directed to the four suc 

ing months with an aggregate number of 6,662 
licenses. It-is perhaps no more than right here 
to insert that people outside Chicago helped to 
swell the number. 

Augustis represented with 1,548 couples, or 
270 more than in August, 1892. September 
shows exactly the same number—1,548. But Oc- 
tober, as usual, the banner month of the whole 
year, could not do less than 1,851 couples. 
Neither bank panic,the silver question, nor the 
pending tariff difficulties have apparently influ- 
enced the matrimonial market of Cook County 
unless one will argue that the number of issu 
licenses would have been still greater if it had 
not been for the issues of the last year. Nota 
small number of the strangers who married dur- 
ing the last mentioned foar months seized the op- 
sortunity of having their marriages cele- 
boone on the days when their respective 
States were honored at the World’s Fair grounds. 
And they were by no means all young couples. 
More than 200 from outside of Chicago were 
tween 60 and 50 years of age, while ten couples 
of each had reached the ripe age of between 570 
and 65. 

The Midway also contributed its share to the 
large number of licenses issued. Japanese have 
married Egyptian girls, a Scandinavian from the 
Midway's famous forty beauties has taken a 
Frenchman for her mate. A Greek fell in love 
with another girl from Smyrna, anda Persian 
and a Russian now live as husband and wife. One 
wedding ceremony was performed in the Ferris 
Wheel, another was contemplated in the same 
conveyance, but the scheme was frustrated. After 
the Fair was over the normal condition of affairs 
set in again. November could only score 
1.675 couples and the last day of December tes- 
tifies to the fact that 1,125 men and women have 
made up their minds to try their luck.

Paris, Dec. : 30.—{Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—Here we are at the 
end of 1893. 

Well, it may be said of the dying year that 
the most remarkable thing about it is that it 
should be past, as Talleyrand said that the 
most remarkable thing he did during the 
Reign of Terror was to have lived through it. 
It cannot be said 1893 has not produced in 
Europe important events. A summary re- 
view of what has taken place in each country 
will prove this better than all arguments. 

Events in the German Empire, 

The great German Empire has experienced 
during 1893 an intense revival of domestic 
political life. There are many reasons for 
this revival. In the first place there is the un- 
deniable discontent caused by the personal 
policy of William II. and the disappearance 
from the political scene.of all those who took 
leading parts in the heroic epoch of the em- 
pire. May 7 we saw the army bill rejected by 
the Reichstag and the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment which immediately followed. Then 
came the general elections, in which the gov- 
ernment secured a feeble majority, and next, 
July 13, came the passage of the army bill, 
which increased the effectiveness of the Ger- 
manarmy by 85,000 men. During the last 
quarter of the year internal troubles arose be- 
tween Wurtemberg and Prussia. 

Germany has also had its share of public 
scandals. Strikingly prominent among them 
were those caused by Rector Ahlwardt’s de- 


nunciation of the Jew financiers, the principal, 
representative of whom, Baron vou Bleich-* 


roeder, has recently died. 

Kaiser William has traveled a good deal 
during the year. He went to Rome, to Cowes, 
to Norway, and to Metz, and he made several 
speeches which produced a sensation. He 
gniso went to Hungary and while there he sent 
to Prince Bismarck, who was ill at the time, 
a dispatch which was thought to indicate a 
desire for a reconciliation with the old states- 
man. 

The event of the year in the dual empire 
was the resignation of the Taafe Cabinet. 
Count Taafe had for fifteen years directed the 
domestic policy of Austria. Francis Joseph 
has now for his Prime Minister Count Win- 
disch Graetz, who represents more than he 
does anything else the reactionary elements 
in the political parties of the empire. The 
slow process of disintegration which has long 
been at work in the aual empire has contin- 
ued throughout the year. 

In Bohemia there has been a struggle be- 
tween the Czechs and the Germans, strife be- 
tween the old Czechs and the young Czechs 
has continued and has rendered it neces- 
gary to proclaim martial law. 

In Hungary the adoption of the law making 
civil marriages obligatory marks a decided 
_ progress in liberalism. 

Belgium’s Exciting Year. 

The little kingdom of Belgium, which, as a 
rule, has no history, has had a very exciting 
year. In April there occurred labor strikes 
which assumed such a serious character as to 
give rise toa talk about an intervention on 
‘the partof Germany. Then came an agita- 
tion for a revision of the Constitution of the 
kingdom. The people demanded universal 
suffrage and the Chambers only yielded to 
this demand when brought face to face with 
an imminent revolution. It may be said that 
only a hair’s breadth separated dome stic peace 
from a revolution. The revision was voted, 
and now Belgium is near to possessing uni- 
versal suffrage, the only difference being that 
heads of families and certain citizens have the 
right to more than one vote. The result of 
this system must as yet be waited for. 

Denmark a Happy Country. 

A happy country is Denmark. Nothing has 
happened there. The King assembled around 
him, as he does every year during the suim- 
mer, his whole family, fifty-three Princes and 
Princesses, many of them reigning sovereigns, 
like the Czar, or who will one day reign, like 
the Prince of Wales. Happy King Christian 
of Denmark! 

Spain’s Year of Trouble. 

‘The yearin Spain has been a somewhat 
troubled one. There was a change of ministry 
and Sefior Castelar, the eminent Republican, 
and one of the most respected men in the Old 
World, retired from public life. The condi- 
tion of the national finances went from bad 
to worse, a fact, however, which did not pre- 
vent the government of the Queen Regent 
from being forced, by public opinion, into 
undertaking an expedition against the Moors 
of Morocco, which has not yet been brought 
toa conclusion, and which will complete the 
' trouble already existing in the public 
finances. Spain has also during the year paid 
ite tribute to the Anarchists. In September 
& man named Pallas attempted at Barcelona 
to assassinate Marshal Martinez Campos. 
Pallas was sentenced and executed. Nov. 7, 
‘one month after this execution, other Anarch- 
ists threw two dynamite bombs into the midst 
of an audience at the Lyceum Theater of Bar- 
celona, killing eighteen persons and wound- 
ing forty others. This brought about the 
anti-Anarchist movement which is now 
Spreading everywhere in Europe. ., 

Year of Excitement in France. 

As happens every year, France has enjoyed 
the greatest amount of public excitement 
has fallen to the lot of any country and 
contributed most largely toward exciting t 
fears of Europe.

Ribot and Dupuy—and which caused the. dis- 
appearance from the public stage of MM. 
Floquet, Clemenceau, and De Freycinet. 
Then came the forged papers, which were 
read in the Chamber of Deputies by MM. 
Milleroye and Deroulede, and in which a por- 
tion of the French press was accused of 
venality. These documents were forgeries 
and they led to the condemnation of a negro 
named Norton. 

It may be said that during the last six 
months France has lived in a fever of excite- 
ment, which attained its maximum in July, 
during the manifestations and rioting which 
broke out in the Latin quarter. In August 
the general election took place without 
causing any excitement, and which 
returned a chamber about which little 
can as yet be said, but in which the Socialist 
element is strongly represented. This was to 
be expected in view of the numerous labor 
strikes which broke out so frequently. Just 
now France has a minority under the Premier. 
ship of M. Casimir-Perier, which appears to 
be destined to last for some timein spite of 
Anarchist outrages. 

Home Rule for Ireland. 

One single event resumes the whole polit- 
ical year in the United Kingdom—the passage 
ofthe Irish homerule bill by the House of 
Commons April 23. This. vote, however, 
was amere platonic act and had no result, 
and therefore’ it may be said __ that 
nothing occurred in Great Britain in 
1893. The Bering Sea difficulty with 
the United States was settled by an 
arbitration tribunal; there were some troubles 
in India. and tne Khedive of Egypt manifested 
some tendency toward independence, which 
was speedily repressed. A strong movement 
of public opinion in favor of considerably in- 
creasing the strength of the navy is just now 
manifesting itself, as the English people be- 
lieve their naval power menaced by the under- 
standing between France and Russia. 

Approach of Bankruptcy in Greece, 

A Tricoupis Ministry has returned to power 
in the kingdomof the Hellenes. The finances 
of Greece are in about as bad a condition as 
possible, The hour of bankruptcy is drawing 
near. 

Scandals in Italy. 

The Peninsular Kingdom has not been 
more spared than France in the matter of 
domestic politics. The Roman scandals—the 
little Panama as it was called by the Italians 
—compromised a number of public men. It 
caused the downfall of the Giolitti Cabinet 
and brought Sig. Crispi back to power. 

King Humbert celebrated his silver wed- 
ding May 21, receiving visits from Emperor 
William and Count Kalnoky. The Prince of 
Naples went to Metz to attend the German 
army maneuvers, a fact which irritated pub- 
lic opinion in France, and the Italian people 
were angered by the ill-treatment inflicted in 
France on the Italian workmen at Aigues- 
Mortes. 

In the autumn rumors. of a war to be 
brought about by Italy spread throughout Eu- 
rope. The economic and financial condition 
of the kingdom became worse. The military 
expenses crushed the people and caused trou- 
bles in Italy. 

Suffrage in the Netherlands. 

In Holland the year 1893 was only marked 
by a first trial of an extension of the right of 
suffrage. 

Portugal Suspends Payments. 

A quasi-suspension of the payment of inter- 
est on the public debt is all that renders the 
year memorable for the Kingdom of Portu- 
gal. 

Russia’s Uneventful Year. 

The only important event, so far as the 
Great Northern Empire of Europe is con- 
cerned, was the understanding arrived at with 
France, to which I have referred, the conse- 
quence of this being an increase of Russia’s 
fleets in the Black Sea and in the Baltic. 

Vatican’s Friendship for France. 

Leo XIII. has still further accentuated his 
policy of friendship for the French Republic. 
Alexander's Coup d’Etat. 

The youthful Kng Alexander of. Servia 
made a coup d’état. He declared himself to 
be no longer a minor and changed his Minis- 
ters. In spite of his difficulties with Austria 
he continues to play skillfully the game of 
seesaw between that country and Russia. 

Dissensions in Scandinavia. 

The dissension between the United Scandi- 
navian Kingdoms became still more accentu- 
ated during the year. Norway desires more 
and more its independence, and the moment 
was almost in sight when a struggle would 
become inevitable. The conflict has remnained 
within parliamentary limits, thanks to the 
wisdom of statesmanship of King Oscar, but 
the danger is increasing. 

Minor Events in Switzerland. 

Nothing occurred in the Helvetian Repub- 
lic, unless the measures taken to fortify its 
mountain passes on the Italian side of its 
frontiers and to increase its army be consid. 
ered important events. 

Sultan’s Waiting Game. 

Sultan Abdul Hamid of Turkey continues 
his skillful policy of keeping qt iet and awaits 
for the opportune moment to take a hand in 
European politics, He. receiveda visit from 
his Vassal, the Khedive of Egypt. He closed 
his eyes to the conduct of- his other Vassal, 
the Prince of Bulgaria, who married a Prin- 
cess of the Tuscany branch of the Bourbons, 
and continued to allow his Prime Minister, 
M. Stambouloff, to play the part of a tyrant 
in his principality. 

Nothing happened in Roumania. 

Characteristic Features of 1893. 

Such is, in summary, the schedule of the 
year which is just passing away, so far as Eu- 
rope is concerned. If I were to seek to point 


_ out its characteristic features I would say 


that it has two—the understanding between 
France and Russia, which has established a 
new balance between the international affairs 
of Europe, and the development assumed by 
the Anarchist movement, which will bring 
about the necessity for an understanding be- 
tween the various governments. 

As for the other events I have referred to 
they are merely the result of more or less 
rapid development of already existing condi- 
tions. The Panama, the Roman, the Berlin 
scandals are only the consequences of the 
fever of speculation with which Europe was 
attacked a quarter of a century ago, while the 
armaments which continue and increase are 
only the consequence of the peace of 1871. 
This peace was not disturbed in 1893, and 
that it will »:ot be broken during the year 
which is about to begin is al! that can be 
dared to hope for in 1894.:

BRIEF ERA OF PEACE, | 


OHRISTMAS SOFTENS THE HEARTS 
OF EUROPE’S QUARRELERS. 


Anarchists Everywhere Punished as Ene- 
mies of Society~England Gets No Glory 
in the Matabele War Transparent Ex- 
cuses for the Bad Behavior of Résolu- 
tion=Awkward Situation of the Duke 
of Edinburg—Gladstone’s High Stand-

Lonpow, Dec. 30. eiCoperiekt: 18938, by the 
New York Tribune Association.]|—All over 
Europe there is this week a truce of Christ- 
mas, if not of Christ. Theie is a cessation 
everywhere but in England of parliamentary 
strife. There is a suspension by tacit consent 
of such political hostilities as‘are not imper- 
ative. Even the newspapers refrain from 
much controversy and what there is is languid. 
The topics which come to the front are almost 
everywhere of second-rate importance or less 
than second rate. Even the Anarchists are 
comparatively quiet, perhaps because the 
police are not quiet. Yet not a day passes 
without a telegram from somewhere on the 
continent concerning the proceedings of these 
gentlemen or of trials in which they are the 
avcused. There is this also to be noted: That 
the continental police, whether in France, 
Spain, Italy, or even Switzerland, with its 
passion for asylums, are acting with more 
promptitude than ever. 

The Anarchists have long been regarded as 
enemies of society. They are now. beginning 
to find out what it is to be treated as such. 
Even in England it is perceived that they 
bring shame on the doctrine of free speech 
and the unrestricted right of pubiic meeting, 
and Trafalgar Square itself is closed to them. 
Mr. Asquith answers questions where they are 
concerned in a tone different from that he 
has hitherto employed. tngland, like 
Switzerland, begins to see an unlimited pro- 
tection to assassins has its inconveniences. 
Their legal right to asylum will probably not 
be interfered with unless they give fresh occa- 
sion for legislation, but the practical immuni- 
ties they have enjoyed will be curtailed. 
The disturbances in Sicily are, at bottom, 
more socialistic than anarchistic, and more 
agrarian than socialistic. It is, however, ad- 
mitted that it is Anarchist and Socialist agita- 
tors who have put the match to the powder. 
The peasants who till the great Sicilian es- 
tates are hard worked-and ill paid. They 
have long been discontented, and lately began 
rioting. The grievance which served as a 
pretext for the attack on Valquarnera was 
not, however. agrarian but municipal. They 
rose against the octroi, burnt the octroi of- 
fice, town hall, and other public build- 
ings, opened the prisons, and plundered 
shops. The troops suppressed them, but the 
causes of such outbreaks cannot be sup- 
pressed by troops. ‘There have been Anarch- 
ist attempts at outrage in Austria, in Spain, 
and in Paris—none very serious. The Span- 
ish and French authorities are pursuing the 
Anarchists literally into their holes, and, es- 
pecially in Spain, have made interesting dis- 
coveries; one of them, an Anarchist labora- 
tory in a cave, with a full assortment of 
bombs. There are signs in Paris of a panic 
similar to that which arose in Ravachol’s 
time. Magistrates are threatened and the 
public executioner is threatened, and has re- 
signed. In Prague there has been what is 
called a political murder, which is just as 
political as the dynamite outrages. 

Settling the Little Wars, ‘ed 

Spain has finished off her little war with the 
the Riffs, the Sultan of Morocco having con- 
ceded what was asked of him with a prompt- 
ness which makes the Spanish expedition of 
25,000 men under a Marshalof Spain and 
the appeal to the public to finance this army 
look rather foolish. England’s latest diffi- 
culties in Egypt have come toa speedy and 
happy end. The Legislative Council at Cairo, 
which issued a sort of bull against the En- 
glish army of occupation, has discovered that 
a council is not a Pope and an army 
notacomet. Riaz Pasha himself, partisan 
as he is of an older order of things, has had to 
sit on his foolish council. ‘“* As you were”’ is 
the order of the day on the Nile. Equally 
fortunate has England been in the graver 
troubles of South Africa. The Matabele war 
is at an end, says Mr. Rhodes. Capt. Wilson’s 
fate, however, is still doubtful, and Maj. 
Forbes’ retreat, hotly pursued by the subju- 
gated savages all the way to Inyati, slightly 
clouds the splendor of this triumph. No more 
is known about Capt. Wilson than was known 
a week ago—that is, nothing at all. A week 
ago he was believed to be still pursu- 
ing Lobengula, now he is believed to 
have met with disaster. These apprehen- 
sions appear to be largely due to. the 
exigencies of evening journalism during a 
dull week in London. The Uganda question 
once more attracts attention. Sir Gerald 
Portal’s report to the government has been 
sent in but is held back, Ministers saying that 
other interests beside English are concerned, 
and that they must have time to consider . the 
whole subject before laying the papers on the 
table. Capt. Lugard is out for a protector- 
ate, and to that it is likelyenough to come at 
last. Money questions are mixed with polit- 
ical questions, and the future ofthe East 
African company, as well as the future of 
Uganda, is at issue. 

Compromise First, Then Closure, 

The House of Commons resumed its sittings 
Wednesday in no amiable mood. Members 
resented being brought back after a Christ- 
mas vacation of only three days. They ex- 
pressed their irritation in the form of fifty- 
seven questions to Ministers. Questions are 
not usually put Wednesdays, but neither is it 
usual to ask the House to meet after so brief 
an interval nor ona Wednesday. The after- 
noon was wasted. No progress was made 
with parish councils or anything else, Thurs- 
day was a little better, and yester- 
day there sprang up suidenly a _ spirit 
of concession or of compromise which may 
result in abridging what threatened to be an 
interminable session. The compromise now 
talked of turns nominally on points touching 
the administration of the poor law, . The op- 
position ask that Boards of Guardians may co- 
operate with two miembers beside the Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman. The Radicals re- 
sist this demand. Such are the mighty issues 
on which legislation turns and for which the 
naval defense of the empire has to wait. The 
Radicals, however, are as eager for the guillo- 
tine as they are hostile to all but 
elected guardians of the poor. ‘Neither Mr. 
Gladstone nor the better members of his 
Cabinet wish to apply guillotine and gag to 
such a measure as the parish councils bill. 
They will give way about the guardians if the 
opposition will agree to read the bill the third 
time not later than Jan. 20. The Unionists 
regard this as a one-sided proposition, and 
will ask for a freer hand to deal with later 
clauses of the bill. Negotiations are still pro- 
ceeding. Unless they succeed Mr. Gladstone 
is expected to announce Monday that closure 
by compartments will be adopted for parish 
councils, as it was for home rule. 

Tracy’s Naval Observations Not Far Wrong. 

Sir William Harcourt’s statements made in 
the House show clearly enough that he and 
the Admiralty officials are at odds on the 
question of naval efficiency. They not only 
refused to accept responsibility for the ac- 
count of the actual condition of the navy 
which he laid upon them, but sent him a 
remonstrance. It was reported that they, or 
some of them, had threatened to resign. It 
is clear that on the general question of 
strengthening the navy the Admiralty 
opinion is very different from Sir

Resolution Was Unseaworthy. 

The mishap to the Resolution came in good 
time to keep alive general interest in thestate 
of the navy. It is one of the newest, biggest, 
and best ships in the British navy, and on its 
first voyage had to turn tail before a storm in 
the Bay of Biscay and run for Queenstown.

“It is certain it was in great danger, both from 

rolling and from water flooding the engine- 
room. The Admiralty, questioned in the 
House of Commons, make light of the danger. 
Its hull, they declared, was. not strained, it 
required but a few hundred dollars’ worth of 
repairs, the quantity of water taken aboard 
is exaggerated, and there is no questiun as to 
its stability. That is all very well and 
very official, but why, then, did the 
Resolution run for Queenstown when bound 
to Gibraltar? One officer on board has vent- 
ured to writca letter which tells a different 
story, and itis certain that the matter will 
not be allowed to rest where the smooth an- 
-swers of Sir Ughtred Kay-Shuttleworth have 
left it in the House of Commons. The best 
private builders believe .the Admiralty 
notions. of construction... are radical- 
ly unsound. They poimt out that no 
merchant ship was disabled in 
this gale. The latest admiralty excuse is that 
Resolution returned lest it might run short of 
coal. That amounts to saying that a new 
tirst-class battleship cannot carry coal enough 
for a voyage from Plymouth to Gibraltar. 
Some of the most eminent Admirals in tne 
English navy express grave doubts of . the 
safety of ships built on this model. Sir Ed- 
ward Reed, on the other hand, declares in a 
column and a half his complete confidence in 
the stability of Resolution. 

A deputation from fourteen London par- 
ishes visited Mr. Gladstone Thursday, desir- 
ing to know whether the government would 
take steps to enable them to employ the un- 
employed on public works, such as light rail- 
ways, labor farms, and tidal estuaries. They 
got many expressions of sincere sympathy 
from him, but very little encouragement. 
He clearly does not believe it the duty of the 
State to find work for those out of work, nor 
that State socialism on any considerable 
scale has yet been proved to be either possi- 
ble or beneficial. 

Roasting Royal Pensioners. 

The irritation created by the continuance of 
the Duke of Edinburg’s $50.000 annuity is 
not allayed, but increases. The radical press 
will not let the subject aione. Even the strictly 
Gitadstonian press harps on the disagreeable 
theme. The German papers, which are apt to 
be heavy handed in dealing with delicate mat- 
ters, have done nothing to improve and some- 
thing to make worse the position of the Duke 
of Edinburg, and the predicament of the Eng- 
lish ministry.: This annuity question is in- 


deed just one of those side issues on 
which broad political issues are 
sometimes settled. When a German 


paper announces that the British Parliament 
has no business to discuss the position of a 
German Federal Prince John Bull’s back goes 
up at once. He may haveto pay the money, 
but he will not hold his tongue at German 
dictation, or anybody’s dictation. Nor does 
the statement put forth in the Coburg Gazette 
tend to conciliation, albeit sapposed to be di- 
rectly inspired by the Duke himself. He 
urges that this annuity is mixed up with mar- 
riage settlements on the Duchess, and is, 
therefore, beyond the range of discussion in 
fhe British Parliamgnt.. ** That is nonsensé,” 
ritish Radical, speaking 
through his most radical organ, not too civilly. 
Other German papers express opinions more 
acceptable to the English. A leading Berlin 
journal observes* that the Duke, having be- 
come a German Prince, must take the conse- 
quences. Another declares that for a German 
Prince to accept a foreign pension is repug- 
nant to German feelings. Both these senti- 
ments awake an echo in England. If the 
Duke reads English papers he will find the 
suggestion frequent that he had better relin- 
quish his pension voluntarily, lest worse be- 
fallhim. He must, at any rate, be aware that 
not only in the press but in the House of 
Commons the subject isconstantly mentioned. 
Questions are put which Ministers find ex- 
tremely inconvenient to answer. Is the Duke 
still a British subject? asks one member, to 
whom the Solicitor-General makes answers 
that nothing has occurred to alter the nation- 
ality acquired by birth; but as a sovereign 
Prince he acts independent in all matters re- 
lating to his sovereign capacity. ‘*In which 
capacity does he receive his fifty thousand a 
year?”’ queries the impatient Radical, but gets 
no response. Nor is any answer given to the 
further question: ** What will be the Duke’s 
position in the event of war between England 
and Germany?”’ 

Gladstone's Standing in His Own Country. 

Mr. Giadstone’s birthday brought him the 
usual sheaf of congratulations, public and 
private. Those which come from his po- 
litical opponents are not less cordial than 
those of his political supporters. It is seen 
once more that political differences do not 
imply or involve personal animosities. Prob- 
ably there is no country where political criti- 
cism within decent limits is freer and none 
where it is so entirely consistent with respect 
and admiration for the person whose political 
conduct is condemned. The distinction is per- 
fectly understood here. Till it is understood 
elsewhere it is impossible to appreciate Mr. 
Gladstone’s real position in his own country. 
What happened yesterday in the House of 
Commons marks the distinction so plainly 
that he who runs may see it. Mr. Gladstone’s 
entrance was hailed by his whole party rising 
and cheering. Not many minutes later Mr. 
Balfour, having a question to put, used the 
opportunity to offer to the Prime Minister, 
‘‘on my own part andon the part of my 
friends, our most sincere congratulations.” 
This time-the cheers rose from every quarter 
of the house. Mr. Gladstone bowed and in vi- 
brating tones thanked the leader of the oppo- 
sition ** for his great courtesy and kindness.” 
Who, asks one of the most brilliant writers 
among his own friends, who can hate this 
charming veteran, this resplendent personali- 
ty, bearing the weight of years like a snow- 
flake, full of youth, even the faults of 
youth, and with a career going back in dim 
gradations to the years when men’s dress and 
thoughts and habits were altogether differ- 
ent from what they are today? He 
is right. Men hate Mr. Giad- 
stone’s politics, policy, methods, conceptions 
of government and muchelse. They do not 
hate Mr. Gladstone. They admire him. They 
are proud of his vigorous vitality at 84, of his 
courage, of his intellectual freshness and 
buoyancy. Even those who think him a posi- 
tive peril to England have a personal affec- 
tion for him, and the expression of it may be 
heard on all sides, and in the Conservative as 
well as the Liberal press.

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LONDONERS WILL GREET 1894 WITH 
OOMMISERATION AND HOPE. 


They Thimk Things Cannot Possibly Be 
Worse, and the Younger Generation 
Would Welcome War, as It Would Af.- 
ford Work for Those Now Idle=Still 
England’s Navy Is Not in Good Shape 
for agg - Forebodings of Kevolt 
Agaigst Gladstone.

Commiseration and hope will be the burden 
of New Year’s greetings throughout England 
and the greater part of Europe; the farewells 
of 1893 in today’s papers are so many spurn- 
ings of an unwelcome guest. A pessimist 
chorus declares the year has been the gloom- 
iest in recent history, and attempts to greet 
the new-comer cheerfully are, most of them, 
pitifully lacking in sincerity. They are based 
on the poor philosophy that things cannot be 
worse, 

The Times in a long, dreary article is able 
to offer its readers no better congratulation 
than this: “* It has been a year of menace and 
danger. but nota yearof catastrophe. The 
great European war has not broken out and 
Gladstone has not succeeded in dissolving the 
United Kingdom.” For the future it points 
out no sign of improvement—industrial, com- 
mercial, or political. 

The long, lachrymose chroniclings spread 
before the public today do not, however 
faithfully reflect the prevailing public spirit. 
While it is generally admitted that 1893 has 
been a year of retrogression in Great Britain, 
both in material prosperity and natural pres- 
tige, 1894 will be welcomed with strong, 
hope and confidence. Even those who fear 
and expect war have this feeling in a large 
measure. Even war would remove the curse 
of idleness, which an influential deputacion 
told the Prime Minister ths week is the 
greatest burden upon the nation. 

War Would Be Welcome. 

It is one of the significant signs of the hour 
that the present generation which knows noth- 
ing of:war has no conception of its horrors, 
and it is not going too far to say that if it were 
not for the prevailing fear of the inadequacy 
of the British armament a considerable por- 
tion of the English people would at heart wel- 
come the war which, nearly all agree, is 
threatened by present conditions. The rea- 
son for this sanguinary sentiment is the fact 
that the English people are poor—poorer than 
ever before in these latter days; but in spite 
of this still growing feeling of threatened 
trouble no fact or rumor of any description 
menacing an international quarrel has trans- 
pired recently. All the bellicose talk is still 
in the air only, and while popular dread is, 
perhaps, a little more deep and widespread 
than in any similar crisis in recent years it 
is well to remember that the expected seldom 
happens in such cases. 

It is remarkable how undisguised some war 
alarms have become; cven Mr. Astor’s journal 
has caught the fever. It is only fair to credit 
the Pali Mall Gazette with sincerity when it 
said ina warning leader yesterday: ‘* What 
we have to understand asa nation is that for 
the present we stand almost alone in Europe, 
and that the future is black with uncertain 
menaces.”’ 

The most significant recent utterance, in the 
opinion of the London press, is that of the Pope 
when he said to the Cardinals and prelates 
offering him Christmas greetings: “ If peace 
and charity have disappeared we must not 
despair.” 

The tendency is, however, togive these 
words both a broader and more specific 
meaning than was probably intended to be 
conveyed. 

Party in Power Threatened. 

The wave of vague dread which is sweeping 
over England threatens to have serious conse- 
quences for the party in power. The com- 
bination of circumstances has been peculiarly 
unfortunate for the Gladstone ministry. They 
tried at first to argue away an unreasoning 
popular call toarms. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer made a bad blunder in goinga 
step too far in quoting the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty on the subject of national defenses, 
for there 1s no longer any doubt that all these 
Lords threatened to resign. Hence his re- 
traction, which has made the naval 
panic worse than ever. ‘Then followed 
the incident of the battleship Resolu- 
tion, which was: driven back to port by a gale 
after nearly perishng in a heavy sea. The 


seen the terrible significance of this event, 
and the government has been powerless to re- 
store confidence. 

There is still a great deal of doubt whether 
the Resolution and five or six sister ships, 
which are the chief reliance of the nation, are 
unseaworthy. It is a vital problem for Great 
Britain, for, if the universal fears are well 
founded, British supremacy on the seas is 
gone beyond possibility of recovery within 
three or four years. 

I have the authority of one of the officers of 
the Resolution for saying its officers are 
unanimous in declaring the ship must be en- 
tirely rebuilt before it can again go to sea.

Revolt Against Gladstone. 


It is the fact that Gladstone failed to re- 
spond to the popular anxiety regarding naval 
affairs more than his parliamentary policy, 
which has raised a sort of revolt against the 
Grand Old Man in his own party during the 
last few days. Labouchere has been most 
outspoken in the frank opinion that the vet- 
eran statesman should retire now at the be- 
ginning of his 85th year. Few other Liberals 
openly indorse the views of the Radical editor 
of Truth, but on the other hand the protests 
against a change in leadership have not been 
as numerous or emphatic as they should have 
been. 

It must be admitted that Gladstone of late 
years has developed an obstinacy, to put it 
bluntly, which has been a severe trial to his 
political associates. It is an obstinacy, how- 
ever, which finally carried home rule through 
the Commons, and even his critics. must admit 
he has been more often right than wrong. 
There can be little doubt that the old 
man is convinced ere this that he 

must make liberal concessions to public 
opinion in naval affairs. A vigor- 
ous policy and a large expenditure will now 
come with bad grace, but they will come in 
sufficient measure to satisfy the country. 
They will come also with a terribly swollen 
budget, which will make necessary the heaviest 
burden of taxation in many years. This 
grievance will do much to allay the popular 
demand for immense naval expenditures. 

Meantime, it is now almost certain that 
some compromise on the parish councils bill 
will be agreed upon by the opposition before 
Monday. It will provide for the passage of 
the bill not later than the 19th prox.

Modjeska idealizes Mar- 
guerite Gautier (Camille)? One yields to no 
one in admiration of idealistic acting when 
applied to poetical characters, but when it is 


applied to realistic personages it simply falsi- 
fies character to unsopifisticated eyes. 
How could a woman of the manner, 
the refinement, and the sentiment of 
Mme. Modijeska’s Camille have ever enteréd 
on her career, much less have persisted in.it? 
Ihe real Camille was enacted by Mme. Had- 
ing, who, at the end of the second act and at 
several other points in the performance, re- 
minded the spectator that he was looking not 
at a persecuted: saint but at a Parisian 
cocotte. And one honors Mrs. Kendal for her 
courage in making Mrs. Tanqueray show her 
coarseness, her animalism, her  inkerent 
vulgarity in all the little details of manner. 
Of course it is ** horrid,”’ as Mrs. Grundy .re- 
peats, but it is great art. How perfectly one 
knows the woman a few moments 
after she enters Aubrey’s chambers 
in Act I! In the very munching of 
a grape her character protrudes itself. 
And the manner of saying, ** What will my 
coachman think?’ Doesn’t it classify the 
woman more clearly than would the recital of 
her antecedents? In the woman’s married 
life the dregs of her past rise at times to the 
rim of life’s goblet of happiness; as in her 
own drawing-room she suddenly asks Cayley 
Drummle, ** Do you remember the jolly time 
we had on So-and-So’s” yacht?’

The burden of Eastern criticism on Mrs. 
Kendal’s Paula was that it was unsympathetic ;

The out- 
bursts of temper were violent and vulgar, but 
they were true to life. One can imagine cer- 
tain emotional scenes toward the end of the 
play rendered with greater temperamental 
force than Mra. Kendal brought to bear on 
them; but the selfish yet’ genuine sensibility 
which she displayed was sufficient, and in ev- 
erything that goes to make ironical comedy 
she was simply not to be excelled.

Curious Patchwork Play Which Seems to

‘* Sheridan: or, the Maid of Bath,’’ which 
was written by Mr. Paul Potter for Mr. E. 
H. Sothern, has drawn fairly large and pleased 
audiences at the Columbia. The play 1s 
spoken of at length elsewhere; and it may be 
repeated here that the piece is more of a 
literary curiosity than adrama.

PROFITABLE VOICES FOR THE OWNERS. 


Immense Sums the Great Singers Have 
Made by Their Work. 

Chambers’ Journal: The amounts that have | 
been paid to famous sopranos, tenors, con- 
traltos, and basses that have appeared from 
time to time above the musical horizon sound 
well-nigh fabulous, and are not a little interest. 
ing to consider, To go back to the early days 
of the last century, and to the early days of 
the Italiun opera in this country, Mrs. 
Catherine Tofts, its first lady  in- 
terpreter in England, claimed high salaries at 
the theater in Lincoln’s Inn Fields. She 
drew considerably crer $3,000 for a season, 
and at one time she was singing for $100 a 
night—high terms in 1708, At the same the- 
ater, twenty-six years later, the great singer 
Farinelli, during the three years he spent in 
London, though his salary was but $7,500 a 
season, earned at leust $25,000 yearly: 
for at but one of his numerous ap- 
pearances at court the Prince of Wales 
gave him ‘a fine wrought old 
snuff-box, richly set with diamonds ru- 
bies, in which was inclosed a pair of diamond 
knee buckles, as also a purse of 100 guineas.” 
Later in life he accepted an engagement at 
the Court of Spain at a salary of 50,000 
francs ($10,000) per annum. Two years 
after Farineili left London the other gueat 
singer of the time, Caffarelli, appeared at the 
King’s theater, but did not fulfill the expecta- 
tions he had raised, though at Venice he re- 
ceived $1,940 and a benefit of $1,675 for a 
season of three months—higher terms than 
had previously been paid to any singer. 

In 1768, Gabrielli, one of the most beauti- 
ful of women and magnificent of sopranos, 
demanded 5,000 ducats salary from Catherine 
Il. of Russia. The Empress objected that it 
was larger than the pay of a field marshal. 
‘* Then let your field marshals sing for you,”’ 
retorted Gabrielli, as Caffarelli had replied be. 
fore under like circumstances. 

That phonomenal ray sit Agujari, was in 
1775, paid $500 a night for two songs at the 
London Pantheon concerts—an immense 
salary in those days. About thirty years later 
Catalani was receiving some $15,000 for 
season in Portugal; and in 1806 she came to 
London for a_ promise of $10,000 for, the 
season froin 15 ta August, 1807, a 
further sum of $500 to defray the cost of her 
journey to London, and one benefit night free 
of expense. ~ 

As a fact, however, she drow from the 
King’s Theater in the Haymarket $25,000, 
including benefits; and her total profits in 
1807, with concerts and provincial tours, 
were $83,500. She once received $1,000 for 
singing ‘*Géod Save the King” and “ Rule 
Britannia’; and for her services at one 
festival she was paid $10,000. Her charities, 
however, were innumerable, and it is estimat- 
ed that she earned at least $400,000 at con- 
certs for such purposes alone. Asan instance 
of her reckless extravagance it is stated that 
the cost of beer for her.servants for a single | 
year, amounted to $515. 

Malibran was engaged by Mr. Alfred Bunn 
for nineteen nights at $625 per night, paya- 
ble in advance! Singingin Drury Lane in 
English opera in 1833 she received 80,000 
francs ($16,000) for forty representations, 
with two benefits, which produced not less 
than 50,000 frances ($10,000). Two years 
later, at the opera in London, she drew $10,- 
875 for twenty-four performances. Such 
sums were paid to her at the English provincial 
festivals as had never before been heard of; 
and at La Scala she received nearly $90,000 
for 185 performances. 

In 1838 Mario was offered $200a month 
for his first appearance, though this was, of 
course, largely the result of his romantic his- 
tory. Alboni's salary at Covent Garden in 
1847 was raised from $2,500 to $10,000 the 
day after her first appeararce, singing, as she 
was, against Jenny Lind at the opposition 
house. Sontag was paid $30,000 for a sea- 
son of six months at her Majesty’s Theater 
in 1849, 

Rubini, who began his career at 13 years of 
age by singing, for five francs, an air in a new 
drama by Tambett, made immense sums later 
in life, realizing $10,000 atone concert in 
St. Petersburg. Unlike Mario and Mara, who 
both died in comparative poverty, Rubini saved 
large sums, and left behind him one of 
largest fortunes ever amassed on the operatic 
stage. . 

Jeasy Lind was naturally paid enormous 
sums in the course of her triumphant carcer, 
During a tour of two years through the States, 
commenced in 1850, she made $100,000, 
gaining a husband as well. 

These pecuniary traditions are adequately 
preserved by at least two present-day singers, 
to whom a hundred or two for a concert is an 
ordinary sum—Mme, Patti and Mme. Albani. 
It is current knowledge that the usual terms 
of the former are $4,000 per concert in 
London and $2,000 in the provinces. Mme, 
Patti lately refused an offer of a tour in Bra- 
zil at the remuneration of $6,000 a night. 

Fairly handsome salaries are paid also to 
leading artists of the Vienna opera. Herr 
Winkelmann, a tenor who appeared in Lon- 
don in German opera some yeafs ago, is pafd 
26,000 florins ($8,125) fora eeason of nine. 
months. M. Van Dyke gets about 24,000 - 
florins, but he sings only seven months of the 
year in Austria. Frau Materna, who is soon 
to retire, to be replaced vy Frau Klafsky, gets 
the same amount for the whole year, and 
Frau Schluger, the dramatic soprano, receives _ 
20,000 florins perannum. The tepors thus 
get more than the sopranos.

HE FINDS IT SUCH HARD WORK. 


A Naval Officer Who Thinks He 
Much to Do, 

New York Tribune: Every nation loves its 
navy, and the heart of the landsman goes out 
to the poor fellows who are cooped up for life 
within the steel walls of a man-of-wer. And 
yet, when one paysa visit to such a ship as 
the new cruiser New York, he is filled with 
envy of the Captain, the Lieutenants, and 
even the Ensigns. When he stands«upon the 
spar deck and gazes around he realizes that 
he has beneath his feet probably the finest 
warship in the world, and feels that he would 
like to be part of her. He addresses himself 
to a Lieutenant enthusiastically: 

** I'd give everything I’ve got in the world 
to be an officer on this vessel !”’ 

“Take my place and let me go ashore,”’ 
was the reply, quick as a flash. 

* If it were possible 1 would exchange with 
you today. Whatatime you have! Pets of 
the government, pets of the women, Nothing 
to do but feel proud of your ship and your- 
selves. Wear the handsomest uniform in the 
world, look spick and span, ready for busi- 
ness whether in love or war. Ah, whata 
life !”’ 

The Lieutenant seemed sad. 

**You know not what you are saying,” he 
answered. ‘* You.can have no idea how hard 
a life we lead. Look at that and tell me if we 
lie on a bed of roses!”’ 

Opening a locker he flung out a pair of 
overalls, biue, greasy, painted, oily, rusty. 
At sight of them the landsman filled with tears 
of sympathy. And he, that beautiful officer, 
oawta'y and span, actually wore those nasty 
things ! 

“Is it possible that you, too, have to help 
scrub the decks? My conscience! I should 
never have thought it. I believed that was 
left to the jack tars and the midshipmen, It 
must take you a couple of hours every morn- 
ing, even with the assistance of your 500 sea- 
men. I don’t believe I'll exchange with you.” 

* What makes you think I helpscrub decks? 
I never said so.”’ 

* Those filthy things, What do you do in 
them? Rub up the guns, may be?” 

“QO, no. Once a week I have to inspect the 
inside of the hull, and it is pecessary to crawl 
through some very small holes, so to save my 
uniform I put on these overalls.”’ 

“Once a week? Is that all you have to do?” 

“Well, no. . I drill some of the men in the 
morning—three moraings a week. I have 
just finished drilling a squad and feel exceed- 
ingly tired. I was at it at least an hour and a

‘IT have to go on watch occasionally.”

PAOTS IN THE ROMANTIO COURTSHIP 
OF BIOHARD SHERIDAN. 


Comedies Dealing with the Celebrated 
Dramatist Suggest a Review of His Life 
Which Surpasseé the Surprises of Drama 
and Fiction=<Two Desperate Duels by 
Which He Won a Wife<His Successes 
on the Boards and in Parliament—His 
Sad End, 

“°Tis a pretty quarrel as it stands,” to 
quote one of the characters in “ Sheridan; or, 
The Maid of Bath,” which is now being pre- 
sented by Mr. E. H. Sothern at the Columbia. 
Mr. Robert Buchanan of London was first 
engaged by Manager Daniel Frohman to 
write a comedy on this subject to suit Mr. E. 
H. Sothern. The comedy did not suit, and 
the author declined to receive pay for the 
title, which was *‘ Richard Sheridan,”’ and for 
one act which was acceptable. Mr. Paul 
Potter of New York happened to have 
a comedy on the same _  gubject on 
the stocks, and he, taking a new title, 
sold his work to Mr. Daniel Frohman. Mr. 
Buchanan is threatening to bring suit against 
the American dramatist and American man- 
ager. By a curious coincidence Manager 
Hare in London has also brought out a com- 
edy on the subject of Sheridan, and Buchanan 
declares that this also is a plagiarism, and he 
threatens legal redress. As a matter of fact 
the recorded data of Richard Brinsley Sheri- 
dan’s life are at the disposal of any play- 
wright who cares to make use of them; and 
one will venture to assert that they are more 
romantic in the books than any dramatist can 
represent them on the boards. 

Before relating these data a few words may 
be said about the performance now at the Co- 
lumbia. Mr. Paul Potter’s concoction for 
Mr. E. H. Sothern is extremely ingenious, 
but itis nota play. it displays its author’s 
dexterity and patience; but it does not estab- 
lish the author’s ability to create characters 
and to place those characters in action that 
will develop them. In other words, ‘“ Sheri- 
dan; or, The Maid of Bath,” bears the same 
relation to a drama that one of the crazy 
guilts sent to the art department of a country 
fair bears to a legitimate painting. The crazy 
quilt may have required as much labor as a 
painting, but it is improperly classified in the 
bucolic exhibition, 

From the Ideal to the Real. 


Mr. Potter has taken the characters which 
Sheridan idealized, or is supposed to have 
idealized and presented in his plays, and has 
reduced them to what he imagines was their 
reality. We know who Mrs. Malaprop is in 
**The Rivais’’; and Mr, Potter endeavors “to 
go behind the returns” and show us the old 
person who unconsciously served Sheridan as 
a model, The reality is not as pleasing as was 
the idealization of the personality. Thus Sir 
Lucius O' Trigger in ** The Rivals” isan amus- 
ing tigure, while in Mr. Potter’s play he turns 
up as a vulgar, low-class Irishman who could 
not possibly associate with gentlemen in any 
era orin any country. Mr. Potter has gone 
further than to realize the personages that 
served Sheridan as models; but has assuined 
that tne great dramatist had woven incidents 
of his own career into his immortal comedies, 
This isa dangerous assumption. Incidents 
in the dramatist’s life may have served as 
suggestions ; but he could not from his very na- 
ture have copied lavishly his own experience. 
It is as dangerous as it is easy, as Mr. Bran- 
der Matthews says, to apply the speeches of a 
dramatist, speaking in many a strange’ voice, 
to the circumstances of his own life. Foote, 
in his ** Maid of Bath,’’ had already set Miss 
Linley and one of her suitors on the stage, 
and surely Sheridan, who would not let his 
wife sing in public, would shrink from put- 
ting the story of their courtship into a 
comedy. 

Let it be said, however, that Mr. Potter has 
fitted Mr. Sothern with a part and pleased 
the public with his production, though neither 
the present author vor the present actor has 
done full justice to the man whom the world 
knew 100 years ago as Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan. Hence the following data: 


Facts That Are Historical. 


The courtship of the real Sheridan and the 
real Miss Liniey is so romantic that it re- 
quires no embellishment from the imagina- 
tion. The former won his wife with sword 
and pen, with wit and valor; and to her charm, 
her beauty, and her accomplishments history 
testifies as eloquently as if it were fiction. 

The real romance of this young couple be- 
gan in Bathin 1771. The fathers of the two 
lovers were bumptious and unamiable old 
gentlemen. Sheridan pére was a retired actor 
of a certain prominence who held a higher 
estimate of himself than did the world in 
general. He had degrees from Oxford and 
Cambridge. He was wont to boast that he 
had routed old Dr. Johnson in argument—a 
highly improbable exploit. At any rate. Dr. 
Johnson looked down on him, both as an 
actor and a government pensioner. Dr. 
Linley was a musician—a composer— 
with a family which Dr. Burney has flatter- 
ingly described as ‘‘a_ nest of nightingales.”’ 
The belle of the family and in fact of Bath it- 
self was Elizabeth Linley, who had sung in 
oratorio from the age of 12 and was now in 
her 19th year. The beauty of her voice had 
become celebrated. She, of course, had 
many suitors, among them a rich, elderly 
bachelor, who was deeply enamored of her. 
This was one Walter Long, whose advances 
were favored by Dr. Linley. The thrifty old 
composer made it a condition of the marriage 
that Long would give him £1,000 for depriv- 
ing him of the vocal services of his daughter. 
This looked dark for Betty Linley, as she was 
called, when she threw’ herself on 
the mercy of her elderly § adorer. 
Long behaved with much _ gallantry. 
He not only released Miss Linley but forfeited 


the £1,000 tothe grubbing old father, and § 


crowned his generosity by settling a hand- 
some pension on the young girl herself. 
The Villain Enters, 


Betty Linley would have been happy if 
other men who admired her were as lofty- 
minded as Mr. Long. The villain of her ro- 
mance was more mean than even the theat- 
rical brush could paint him. Capt. Mathews 
had established himself asa friend of the 
family; and, though he himself was married, 
he made it his object in life to obtain an in- 
fluence over the mind of Elizabeth Linley. 
In « measure he succeeded; by exciting her 
pity, and afterwards by buliying methods, he 
almost obtained control of the girl, and doubt- 
less would have mate her his siave but for 
the appearance at this juncture of the hero of 
the romance, Richard Brinsiey Sheridan, who 
was only 20 years old, and was what might be 
cailed a young man of no importance. He 
was handsome, he was a fencer, a dancer, and 
something of a poet; but he was as poor as a 
church mouse, and he was ineligible. He be- 
caine a friend and adviser to the radiant 
Betty; but no one thought of regard’ng him 
with jealousy, least of ail his elder brother, 
Charies Sheridan, who was a candidate for 
the fair Betty’s hand. The two young people 
were accustomed to meet in a certain grotto 
in Sidney Gardens at Bath, a damp but quiet 
retreat. which was sheitered by a weeping 
willow. Here Miss Linley was in the habit 
of finding at times a few stanzas penned in 
the artificial style of the times, verses like the 
foilowing, which managed to survive: 

Yet O! if indeed I've offended the maid, 

Lf Delia my humble monition refuse, 

Sweet willow, the next time she visits thy shade 

Fan gently her bosom and plead its excuse. 


And thou, stony grot, in thy arch may’st pre- 
serve 
Two lingering drops of the night-fallen dew, 
And just iet them fall at her feet, and they’ll 
serve 
As tears of my sorrow intrusted to you. 
Richard Sheridan was a discreet young 
man. He was hypocrite enough while writmg 
poems to his ** Deiia’”’ to ingratiate himself 
in Capt. Mathews’ confidence, and was only 


‘awaiting a favorable opportunity to unmask 


this villain. He careiuily watched over the 
young woman he loved, and was the means of 
saving her life on one occasion when, perse- 
cuted by Capt. Mathews, she had taken laud- 
anum with the intention of ending her griefs. 
The time came when Elizabeth was convinced 
that she ought to continue to exist, was fur- 
ther convinced that it was advisable to elope 
to France. Yotumg Sheridan provided her 
with a maid in the person of the wife of one 
of his servants, end the elopement was suc- 
eessfully carried out. The fugitives went toa 
sort of Gretna Green in the neighbor of 
Calais and were made man and wife,

The duel came off at eariy morning in 
Hyde Park. Cavt. Mathews declined pis- 
tols, but Sheridan accommodated him by 
agreeing to swords. In an impulse of rage 
Sheridah broke within the guard of his op- 
ponent, disarmed him, and compelied him to 
sue for life. He also eompelled the Captain 
tosign a paper retracting his slanders on 
Miss Linley, besides making other humiliat- 
ing admissjons. 


The Second Duel. 


Capt. Mathews had shown himself a cow- 
ard,and life was made unbearable to him. 
He retired to his estate in Giamorganshire, 
but even there ridicule followed him. He 
determined to retrieve his honor or die; and 
at once challenged Sheridan to a sec- 
ond duel. Again the Captain 
accommodated. This time “ the rivals 
met at Kingsdown outside Bath. 
The two were armed both with pistols and 
swords. They first discharged the pistok, 
which proved ineffectual, and then rushed 
upon each other. It was evidently to be a 
fight to the death, and the*® seconds did not 
interfere. An opening of a_ hair’s breadth 
came and Sheridan rushed blindly in to grapple 
Mathews’ sword wrist and disarm him as be- 
fore. But Mathews had this time the cunning 
as wellasthe savagery of delirium and de- 
spair: he twisted away his sword arm and 
closed on his antagonist. The struggle 
now was foot to foot, chest to chest, 
wrestling, hewing, stabbing with swords 
shortened into daggers. Passion and 
skill were on. both sides. Both were 
in the prime of  life—robust, lithe, 
sinewy, and powerful. Both were bleeding 
and pale with the paroxysm of rage. Each 
was trying to get his sword free to pass it 
through the heart of@ungs of the other. At 
last, in ascuffling wrestie, they both fell to 
the ground, weak with loss of blood, and in 
that heavy fall both their swords snapped. 
Mathews was the upper one and triumphant 
at the advantage. He préssed his whole 
weight on Sherida: , and stabbing at his chest 
and side with his broken sword ordered him 
to beg for life. ‘* Neve:,’’ gasped Sheridan, 
and fainted from,loss of blood. The seconds 
now dragged the two exhausted combatants 
apart. It was thought that both were mor- 
tally wounded; but both eventually recovered. 

Dr. Linley could no longer refuse his con- 
sent to the marriage of his daughter, and 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan and Elizabeth 
Linley were formally united April 13, 1773. 
Strangely enough, the obstinate father of 
Sheridan held aloof and was not reconciled to 
his son until years afterward, when the boy 
had become a distinguished man. Dr. Linley 
on his part had one bitter disappointment, 
His daughter had a fortune in her throat, 
and he knew it; but Sheridan sternly refused 
to permit her to sing for money. He allowed 
her to give two farewell concerts, but insisted 
that the proceeds sheuld goto charity. This 
conduct was thought Quixotic, but Richard 
Sheridan had his ehampions. Said Dr. Sam- 
uel Johnson: ** He resolved nobly and wisely, 
to be sure. Heisa brave man. Would nota 
gentleman be disgraced by having his wife 
sing publicly for hire? No, sir, there can be 
no doubt here. I know not if I shouid not 
prepare myself for a public singer as readily 
as let my wife be one.”’ 

The Ladder of Fame. 


“* The Rivals’ was produced at Covent Gar- 
den two years after Sheridan’s marriage. The 
first night it failed because the actor who played 
Sir Lucius O’Trigger was exceedingly bad. 
He could net have been worse than the actor 
who at present is playing the orignal of the 
role at the Columbia. ‘The Rivals” saw the 
light in 1775; and in the same year was pro- 
duced Sheridan’s opera cailed ** The Duennuz.”’ 
The music was furnished by Sheridan’s 
father-in-law, the thrifty Dr. Linley. In this 
year Sherijan bought Garrick’s share in the 
patent of Drury Lane Theater. May 8, 1777,

mention is to 
praise. The year 1780 found Sheridan in 
polities, a follower of Fox. His first speech 
in Parliament. was a failure. In this as in sev- 
eral other respects he resembled Disraeli. 
Like the great Hebrew the Irishman knew 
his own powers. ‘* It’s in me,” said the new 
statesman with an oath, * and it shall come 
out!’ It did come out in the great Begum 
speech which Macaulay immortalized in his 
description of the trial of Hastings. Pitt 
himself made the acknowledgment: ** The 
speech surpassed all the eloquence of ancient 
and modern times, and posseseed everything 
that genius or art could furnish to agitate 
and control the human mind,”’ 

Mrs. Sheridan, who seemed to lead a happy 
existence with her husband despite his irregu- 
larities of conduct, which were somewhat 
countenanced by the customs of his time, 
wrote in alettertoa friend: ‘It is impossi- 
ble to convey to you the delight, the astonish- 
ment, the admiration he has excited. in the 
breasts of every class of people. Every party 
prejudice has been overcome by a display of 
genius, eloquence, and goodness which no one 
with anything iike a heart could have listened 
to without beimg the wiser and the better.”’ 

Mrs. Sheridan was a@ Wise woman, asin an- 
other letter of hers she tells one of her femalc 
friends: ‘** Your very good husbands gener- 
ally contrive to make you sensibie of their 
merits somehow or other.” 

One will not dwell on the declipe of 
Sheridan. The burning of Drury Lane in 
1809: the death of Mrs. Sheridan; his ad- 
herence to the cause of human liberty; his re- 
fusal of assistance in political matters from 
the Prince Regent; his unfortunate 
second marriage are matters that 
it’ is not pleasant to enlarge upon, 
Richard. Sheridan went out of poiitical 
with hands that were empty; but at the same 
time—wonderful to relate—e«lean. 

One May midaight in May, 1816, his friends 
Moore and Rogers received a note from the 
dy ng Sheridan: ‘“‘lam absolutely undone 
and broken hearted.’’ They hastened to his 
deathbed. Sheriff’s officers tried to attach 
the corpse itself. Nobles and Princes vied 
for places of honor in the funeral —r

THE FINE ARTS. 


Mr. Hubert Vos is engaged in putting the 
finishing touches on his portrait of Miss Flor- 
ence Puilman, on which he has been at work for 
the last two months. The portrait is fall length 
and in its frame occupies a great deal of space in 
Mr. Vos’ staiio in the Columbus Building. It is 
treated, notin the broad style which character- 
izes the work of his countryman, Anders Zorn, 
but with a great deal of regard for detail and 
with much more light than the older school of 
portrait painters would have quite approved of. 
The effect is, however, pleasing, the likeness a 
good one, and Mr. Vos isto be congratulated on 
the amount of that subtle quality known 
as “‘atmosphere’’ which he has managod 
to put into it in spite of the gray tones with 
which he was obliged to work. Miss Pullman 
is represented as standing by a pillar. in a corner 
of her mother’s drawing-room. Behind her are 
the greenish tints of the wall, forminga soft 
background against which her white-clad figure 
stands outin relief. One hand, the right, rests 
on the pillar, the other hangs carelessly at her 
side. Just in front of her, a littie to the right, is 
a jardiniére filled with pink roses, which serve to 
introduce a pieasing note of color into the com- 
position. Miss Pullman's expression may be 
justly characterized as conventional, but itis at 
the same time distinctly agreeable. She looks as 
if she-were about to respond pleasantly to the 
greeting of a guest. Her gown, which was de- 
signed by Mr. Vos for the portrait,isa heavy 
white satin, made with a low bodice, puffed 
sieeves, a plain, slightly draped skiri, which is 
lifted a little on the left to reveal a petticoat of 
warm, old red satin and then falis in a train. 
The studies forthe background of his portrait 
were made by Mr. Vos in the drawing-room of the 
Puliman residence. The picture was composed 
in his studio, where Miss Pullman gave hima 
number of sittings. When it.was fairly on can- 
vas it wastaken back to the drawing-room in 
order that the artist might catch the atmosphere 
of the room, there it was practically repainted. 
Mr. Yos has commissions for portraits of the 
present President and the twoex-Presidents of the 
Chicago club, Messrs. Lincoln, De Koven, and 
Bishop. When not engaged upon Miss Paii- 
man’s portrait Mr. Vos has for the last few 
weeks been studying these new suvjects of his at 
the club andin their otfices,.

One cannot admire the artistic idioryn- 
crasies of Robert Burns Wilson nor can one often 
even like his pictures. But it is only just to say, 
like everything else which carries on its face the 
unmistakable mark of individuality, they are 
generally interesting. There is something 
piquant, and therefore attractive, about an artist 
whose every canvas is bound to be a fresh sur- 
prise. This element of uncertainty is just what 
will make the exhibition of his water colors, 
which is to be opened Munday at O’Brien’s, 
pleasing. There are several new pictures added 
to those which Mr. O’Brien already had in his 
portfolio. These are chiefly studies of lions, 
toward which Mr. Wilson seems to feel strongly 
drawn. One of these is, in the artist's own lan- 
guage, ‘“‘A Remembrance of the Fiercest Lion at 
Hagenbeck’s.”’ it is an enormous head 
surrounded with a bristling mane that 
for stiffness and rigidity would do credit 
to the most fastidious of “ fretful 
porcupines.” In the other drawings the color 
of his skies and mountains will seem to the av- 
erage visitor weirdly unlike anything in nature, 
his ideas of wild beasts and deserts widely differ- 
ent from those of men who are conceded author- 
ities in such matters. Nevertheless they are sure 
to exercise a certain fascination of their own,

With ali Chicago’s resourcesin the way of 
old prints and engravings there is really no good 
reason why there should not be at the Art Insti- 
tute some such exhibit as that for which the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts is now arranging. The 
history of engraving and the various reproduct- 
ive processes that have grown out of it are full of 
interest and significance. The educational value 
of any collection that would illustrate it, even if 
not as fully as the subject deserves, 
could hardly be overestimated. The pri- 
vate collection, which would no doubt 
be lent willingly, could be augmented 
by the contents of the dealers’ portfolios. There 
are more good things of this sort tucked away in 
obscure corners of the shops than most people 
have any idea of. At Thurber’s, for instance, 
in connection with whose stock of pictures one 
seldom thinks of this branch of art, there is a 
large number of old colored prints after Buck,

When It Was in Its Infancy—First Folio 
of Shakspeare’s Comedies Published in 
16g3—Venetian Manuscript Bible Pre- 
faced by a Picture of a Monk at His 
Desk=Two Fine Groliers So Precious 
That They Are Kept in a Safe. 

When Dr. W. F. Poole, librarian of the 
Newberry, was asked the other day which he 
counted as the most precious ten of the rare 
bouks in the library he wrote out a list in 
which every volume was a venerable antique, 
except the first one entered, the little Caxton 
memorial Bible already described in Tus 
Triscxe. That scarce modern specimen was 
given personally to Dr. Poole at the Caxton 
celebration in June, 1877. On meeting Mr. 

' Henry Stevens he asked that famous collector 
about the copies of the “last Bible”’’ which 

gg were to goto America, and when he _ heard 

a that the twenty so destined were all for East- 

a ern libraries said: **Why don’t you let me 
have one for the Newberry Library which is to 
be?”’ And number 98 of the 100 copies 
printed has been waiting since that day for 
its present beautiful home, then a dream.

’ peare’s Comedies, Histories, and Tragedies,

Another magnificent folio is the Dante of 
1481, published at Florence by Nicolas de 
Lorenzo, with Landino’s commentary. It is 
one of the first four copies with copper plates 
and specimens containing so many plates are 
extremely rare. The wide margined pages 
ure of magical perfection typographically, 
made up in the fashion of early commentaries, 
which gave printers so much trouble—a frag- 
ment of the text framed about with the com- 
inent.

A Venetian manuscript Bible of 1480 is so 
exquisite in workmanship that it looks as if 
done in silent protest against the ** diabolical 
invention ’’ of printing. One feels sure that 
these fair, fife pages were written in the good 
old style of the monasteries, not bya hard- 
driven scribe of the trade ilds. And as if 
to bear witness to this gentle origin there is 
on the tirst page beside the miniature of the 
crucifixion that picture of the monk at his 
desk which was a forerunner of our modern 
** nortrait of the author.”’ The lettering is on 
vellum as delicious to the touch as the petals 
of arose. The decoration bétween the col- 
umns is as enchantingly graceful asthe vine 
tendrils after which it is designed and tells of 
tranquil, delicatg work in peaceful places. 

Another charming manuscript isa French 
**Hour Book,” B, V. M., illuminated with 
more than usual lavishness. In addition to 
the countless initials and the borders around 
both columns of its 147 leaves there are fif- 
teen miniatures in the gay, although devo- 
tiona!, style made familiar nowadays by the 


ecclesiastical Christmas cards printed at 
Brussels. with their petrified landscapes, een 
rigid figures, and sweet faces. e sheep 


which help to illustrate one text are guarded 


by a curiously modern collie, and other de- 
tails of French pastoral life are transferred 
to Palestine on the artistic principle 
that *“‘ that is’ best which lieth mearest.”’ 
The burnishel gold in the borders of the 
leaves has kept its sheen wondrously well. 
Two pages are left unembellished, why, no 
one will ever know. Perhaps the artist post- 
poned ornamenting those particular passages 


until the winter had passed and spring had | 


brought again the blossoming of the plant he 
had chosen as a design, and, like other artists 
since, when the season came had forgotten 
his fancy. And perhaps he just turned over 
two leaves at a time. 

The penmanship of a ninth century codex 
of the New Testament isso minute that the 
whole volume is a sort of medieval ** pocket 
edition’’ and is kept in a little plush box 
like a case for playing cards. It is well 
for the students who have spent months in 
poring over this treasure that the tiny Greek 
characters stand out with delughtful distinct- 
ness from their creamy background. When 
everything at the Newberry is in “ running 
order ’’ this and the many other precious 
manuscripts will be shown under glass in the 
museum of the library.

bers of editions, makes there an extremely 
pretty picture—the dull old copies, once 
cheap, but now astonishingly dear—a capital

border of the diminutive title page is very clear- 
ly and delicately printed. Many of those early 
engravers considered mythological subjects 
quite suitable as ornamentation for religious 
books, and Juno drives her peacocks full tilt 
across ** M, Wil. Tyndall’s’’ Testament. 
From the vbibliomaniac’s point of view 
bookbinding isa question quite apart from 
bookmaking and he is apt to look with pity- 
ing wonder at any one who betrays an inno- 
cent interest in the contents of ‘a binding.”’ 
And yet one might do worse than linger over 
what is within the fine old bindings at the New- 
berry. The larger of the two Groliers, so 
precious that they are kept in the safe for the 
most of their days, is. for instance, a copy of 
Polydorus Vergilius’ queer, old narrative. 
Both of these Grolier bindings have upon their 
upper covers the eagerly sought inscription, 
** To Grolierii et Amicorum,’’ with which Jean 
Grolier, following the fashion of Maioli and 
other distinguished Italian binders, marked 
the bindings designed for him _ by Geoffroy 
Tory and the rest of his ‘* amici.’ 

The smaller Grolier is an ceieihiba little 
Aldine tirst edition. Printed with delicate 
perfection and wearing a dress of unassuming 
charm it is so pleasing to the eye and so pleas- 
ant to the touch that one might be drawn to 
read it if it were nothing more than a list of 
logarithms. 

There isan * Orlando Furioso” of 1554 
which beautifully illustrates the fine mosnic 
bindings of the sixteenth century. The colors 
in its intricate pattern are indescribably rich 
and soft, and the elabuvrately gauffcred edges 
of its leaves make other fashions of finishing 
seem almost crude, It is interesting to see 
the French mosaics side by side with early 
Italian bindings such as served for their mod- 
els. All the designs are in those pure ara- 
besques from which the rules of the Koran 
excluded any suggestion of animal life. 
There is none of the heavy heraldic ornamen- 
tation of the bindery of Northern Europe, 
none of the “‘gressoppes and waspis, with 
butterflies and freshe pecoke taylis enflorid 
with flowris and slymy snails,”’ which John 
Skelton tells of in his ** ragged rime.’ 

Some of these old bindings have no title 
whatsoever. Others have the title on the first 
lid in the style of Grolier’s earlier books. 
They are of anage when most people owned 
but so small a library that each volume was 
known by sight. Those who had larger col- 
lections jaid forth their treasures on shelves 
or sloping desks. It was not until book cases 
began to be crowded that the idea of standing 
the books up on their edges came into any- 
body's head, and in Grolier’s day the neg- 
lected backs were first decorated. 

Like a bit of the Arabian Nights is the sight 
of an ancient Koran, its vividly lettered leaves 
quite separate one from another, and carried 
in amoroced case which in its turn is in- 
closed in a worn old satchel. There are 
leathern straps to fasten the sacred burden 
across the reader's shoulders, and the whole 
affair iooks as if it had taken many such 
journeys.

It is worth while to compare with the dis- 
tinction and delicacy of modern bookbinding 
some of the plain old volumes ina certain 
corner of the big, bright room at the ae 
end of the library. They are among the ‘ 
cunabula,’’ which word of pretty anda 
Dr. Poole rest#icts to those printed before 
1500. At that time a bcok binding was 
usually regarded as sitnply a binding for 
books, and need be nothing more than a safe- 
guard, Any material that could be made to 

serve was used when leather was net to 
be had. A copy of the first 
printed commentary on the Bible i is, as an in- 
stance, bound with illuminated missals which 
it is heart-breaking to think of as waste pa- 
per. But most of these sturdy tomes are 
bound in trustworthy pigskin, dull brown 
usually, although there is one quarto with an 
attractive white cever quite in the fashion of 
today. 

The older such early printed books are the 
brighter are their’ illuminated initials. Not 
only the reds but also the blues used before 
1475 keep their brilliance better than the 
cheaper inks afterwards used. And the 
printing in these unpretentious folios is 
often a joy to the eye. Pliny’s 
“ Natural History,” published by Nicholas 
Jenson at Venice in 1472, isa marvel of fine 
typography. The characters are as beautiful 
as it is possible to make plain Roman type. 
For Jenson was an artist born, an engraver 
before he was.a printer. To him each letter 
was a picture in itself, and he has made them 
seem 80 to others. It is pleasant to find in 
this unblemished copy of his handiwork the 
different letters which have been models for 
punch cutters ever since his time, the grace- 
ful *Cs’? and characteristic “QS’’ which 
ulmost seem to dahce across his pages. 

On the whole the study of the rare books at 
the Newberry tends to diminish one’s pride in 
the progress of the age. It seems that books 
are never likely to be better than they were a 
hundred years after the invention of printing. 
The idea was slow in dawning, but the day 
was at its perfection, apparently, pretty early 
in the morning.

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TALES OF FORT DEARBORN TOLD BY 
* ONE OF THE PIONEERS 


Daniel Tasker Talks About the Frontier 
Town as He Knew It Sixty Years Ago= 
Story of an Indian Chief Whose Sense 
of Gratitude Was Well Developed—In- 
cidents Connected with the Settlement 
of NapervilleeSieighing on the Chicago 
River=Methods of Bagging Game. 

Bztoir, Wis., Dec, 26.—[Special Corre- 
spondence, |— Drawing towards the cluse of life 
and weak from the infirmities of age is Dan- 
iel Tasker, a citizen of Beloit, who has recent- 
ly passed his seventy-third birthday. He was 
sixty years ago a citizen of Chicago. So far 
as he can learn there lives no other person 
who resided in Chicago when he gpent his 

first winter there in 1833. + 

Nov. 17, 1833, after a wagon journey of 
five weeks from the Town of Cabot, Washing- 
ton County, Vt., Silas Tasker and his family, 
consisting of his wife, four girls, and his son 
Daniel, who was then about 13 years of age, 
drove up to the tavern in Chicago. The jour- 
ney was without unusual incident and was 
greatly enjoyed by all the family. There 
were two other families in the party when it 
left Vermont, and the destination’ of all was 
Chicago. Just why Chicago no one seemed 
to know, but way down among the Green 
Mountains had come the word that Chicago 
was the West, Chicago was the trading point, 
the commercial center of the West, where a 
fort with soldiers granted protection from In- 
fians, and whence led all roads to the fer- 
tile free lands of the great Northwest. 

“I suppose you, want to know what we 
found at Chicago,” said Mr. Tasker to Tue 
TRIBUNE correspondent, and breaking into a 
laugh he continued: ‘ Weill, we found a city 
consisting of a fort, a dozen log houses, four 
frame and one brick buildings. Most of these 
houses were south of Kinzie street, and of all 
the vile places, as far as roads were concerned, 
this great Western metropolis was the worst. 
There were about 300 persons there all told, 
including soldiers and Indians. There was a 
turn bridge at Kinzie street which I believe 
was built by the government, and little schoon- 
ers,came into the river occasionally. 

‘*But Chicago was a wonderful place and it 
seemed as if every one came there to sell stuff 
to the Indians. Father went to work teamimg 
and I went to work for John Kinzie. an Indian 
trader. Kinzie had an Indian wife and so had 
a great ‘puli,’ as you say nowadays, with the

He wasn’t trading just for his health 
either. One day he said to me as I was carry- 
ing water in a big tin pail, *Dan, how muth 
do you suppose | got for that barrel of whisky 
I peddied to the Indians the other “eae ?’ 

‘* * Twenty-five dollars,’ I guessed 

**Well, Dan, I got all the silver half dol- 
lars , that I could pile and heap upin that 
pail. 

‘*When I asked him how he got so much,”’ 
said Mr. Tasker, *‘ he laughed and said, * The 
whisky held out, my boy. It was close to the 
river, you know,’ 

“And this reminds me,”’ the speaker went 
on, “of the way the Indians were robbed by 
the whites. When they would get their pay 
from the government for their land they 
would usually tie it in a corner of their 
blankets and then white men would steal 
their blankets, even off their backs while 
they were riding. If an Indian ‘ showed fight’ 
he would be takenin custody by the soldiers.”’ 

When asked for an Indian story Mr. Tasker 
said:

Gratitude of an Indian. 


‘*One of my companions at work was a 
bright Indian buck wakose name was La 
Moose. His mother was afflicted with dropsy 
and was in a pitiable condition, and La Moose 
was much devoted to her. He used to come 
to our house and my folks would give him 
things for his mother. What I am going to 


tell you about La Moose is so like a 
romance that I am _ afraid you won't 
believe it, but it is a fact nevertheless, 


The next year my father went to Naperville, 
twenty -eight miles from Chicago, and staked 
outa ciaim. A fort was being located there, 
and a man named Giddens kept a _ hotel, 
which had just been put up. The Indians 
who most frequented Chicago and Naperville 
were the Pottawatomies and their chief was 
Waupunsie, a noble looking man, who could 
speak good English, wore fine roadcloth 
clothing, and ‘rede the _ finest . horse 
I ever saw. I knew Waupunsie well. 
He was a nervous man, and when he turned 
he swung quickly on his heel. One day when 
the Indians in great numbers were about Na- 
perville getting their pay from a government 
agent the chief was in Giddens’ hotel, and ac- 
cidentaily broke a lamp. He expressed regret, 
and asked how much he needed to pay Gid- 
dens 
“we Three dollars.’ said Giddens, 
‘“* That is too much,’ replied the chief, 
will give you $2.’ 
‘** You will pay me $3, Waupunsie,’ de- 
manded Giddens. 
‘**T only have $2,’ said the Indian, ‘ and 
while you use me wrong in asking $3 I will 
go and get it.’ 
” Then the chief broke into a rage of pas- 
sion, expressing his contempt for the whole 
white race. ‘If it was not for this accursed 
treaty with the United States Government I 
would burn this place and kill you aill,’ he 
cried as he sprang on the back of that mag- 
nificent horse and galloped away. 
‘* Then followed great excitement among the 
Indians and the most intense fear at Naperville. 
This fear was increased when a fine-appear- 
ing young warrior came to me and said: 

: Whatever Ww aupunsie does to the others, 
you shall be spared.’ 

‘+ Why? I asked. 

‘* * Because you were good to me and my 
old mother. Don’t you know me?’ 
‘* Then I saw he was La Moose, now the 
second chief of the tribe. ‘Though we burn 
every house and every one else, you and your 
father shall be saved” he went on. ‘La 
— will save you. I, La Moose, have 

poken. 
ate Then my father begged La Moose to try 
and pacify the chief, and La Moose finally 
went to Giddens and stripping a blanket or 
shawl from his shoulders said: ‘I have just 
paid $15 for this in Chicago. Take it and 
say to Waupansie when he comes to pay you 
that he owes you nothing for the lamp.’ 
“And then,if you'll believe it, Giddens 
took that shawl,’’ added the pioneer in dis- 


gust. 
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Exciting Incidents of the Frontier. 


Mr. Tasker remembers, among Otlier ex- 
citmg events of those early days, how a man 
and his son were working, cutt.ng logs for the 
Naperville fort, when Indians kil! ed the 
man. and the bog, escaping their bullets, ran 
a pair of horses every foot of the way to Chi- 
cago, a distance of twenty- -eight miles, to in- 
form the soldiers at Fort Dearborn what had 
happened. Both horses became blind from 
t fearful race. 

The Rev. Jeremiah Porter, who died last 
summer at Beloit, was then at Chicago, but 
Mr. Tasker does not remember having met 
him. Mr. Tasker was asked why his father 
did not take up land about Fort Dearborn. 

‘+ Because Chicago waa the last place in the 
world for a farmer to locate, and while many 
believed that quite a town would some day 
raise ite walls on that site, the land for ten to 
fifty miles from the swamp was in greater de- 
mand by those who expected to follow agri- 
cultural  eucentte, * was his reply. 

His father lived for severai years at Naper- 

ville, and one of his sisters married Stephen 

Downer, whose father founded the Village of

HOW TO STERILIZE THE MILK, 


What a mess we 


Simple Apparatus Which Will Destroy the 
Injurious Germs, 

At the request of the Secretary of Agricult- 
ute the Chief of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry has furnished the following simple di- 
rections for the sterilization of milk: 

The sterilization of milk for children, now 
quite extensively practiced in order to destroy 
the injurious germs which it may contain, 
can be satisfactorily accomplished with very 
simple apparatus, The vessel containing the 


} milk, which may be the bottle from which it 


THE APPARATUS, 


is to be used or any other sritable vessel, is 
placed inside of a larger vessel of metal, 
which contains the water. If a bottle it is 
plugged with absorbent cotton if this is at 


answer. A small fruit jar. loosely covered, may 
be used instead of a bottle. The require- 
ments are simply that the interior vessel 
shall be raised about half an inch above the 
bottom of the other and that the water shall 
reach nearly or quite as high as the milk. The 
apparatus is then heated on a range or stove 
until the water reaches a temperature of 155 
degrees Fahrenheit, when it is removed from 
the heat and kept tightly covered for half an 
hour. The milk bottles are then taken out 
and kept in a cool place. The milk may be 
used any time within twenty-four hours. A 
temperature of 150 degrees maintained for 
half an hour is sufficient to destroy any germs 
likely to be present in the milk and it is found 
in practice that raising the temperature to 155 
degrees and then allowing it to stand in the 
heated water for half an hour insures the 
roper temperature for the required time. 
Y tomipetatare should not be raised gbove 
155 degrees, otherwise the taste and quality 
of the ‘milk will be impaired. 

The simplest plan is to take atin pail and 
invert a perforated tin pie-plate in the bot- 
tom, or have made for it a removable false 
bottom perforated with holes and having | 
half an inch high, to allow circulation of the 
water. The milk-bottle is set on this false 
bottom, and sufficient water is put, into the 
pail to reach the level of the surface of the 
milk in the bottle. A hole may be punched 
in the cover of the pail, a cork inserted, and a 
chemical thermometer put through the’ cork, 
su that the bulb dips into the water. 
temperature can thus be watched without -re- 
moving the cover, If preferred an ordinary 
dairy thermometer may be used and the tem- 
perature tested from time to time by remov- 
ing the lid. This is very easily arranged, and 
is just as satisfactory as paten appa- 
ratus sold for the same purpose.

wisely. ‘The plan which has prevailed for 


several years is vicious, It first was adopted 
to escape criticism by the public press. That 
in itself is proof that it was not adopted in 
the interest of the taxpayers. Mr. Madden’s 
proposed new departure therefore will be wel- 
comed by the public as a promise of improved 
methods in the management of the city 
finances. 


Crrizens of Lake View have asked that the 
Northwestern Elevated ordinance be amended 
in certain respects. They wish it to be stipu- 
lated that at least five miles of track shall be 
built promptly on the North Side, so that it 
may be certain that the road will reach Lake 
View. The people of Lake View are in favor 
of rapid transit, but they want to be sure that 
they will be benefited by an ordinance which 
is passed professedly for their benefit. They 
do not want the road to stop short of them so 
they will have to pay two fares tu come down 
town. There is no reason why this amend- 
ment should be objectionable to the men who 
say they want to build the road. 

Fault is found also with the extremely in- 
definite right of way. Itis too broad. There 
is no reasO6n why the promoters should not be 
more specific. If they mean to build at all 
they have a pretty clear idea now where they 
intend to build. They can save nothing by 
keeping their route secret. 

Another objection made on all sides is that 
the license fee of $50 a car is not sufficient 
compensation for privileges given. It is not, 
and the promoters know it is not. If the 
city had reserved in 1859 a percentage of the 
earnings of the street railroads it would be in 
receipt of a great income and the people 
would pay no more for transportation than 
now. There would have been fewer great 
fottunes made out of the street car lines, 
however. What the city failed to do then, it 
should not fail todo now. It should insist in 
a share of the profits of this Northwestern 
Elevated, even if it did not do so when it gave 
franchises to the street car lines, or the other 
elevated roads.

CHATTEL MORTGAGE LOANS, 

It was suggested at a recent meeting of the 
Central Relief Association that a part of the 
moneys collected by it be set apart to be 
loaned at 6 or 7 per cent to poor people who 
otherwise will have to go to chattel mortgage 
sharks and borrow on their household furni- 
ture, paying from 8 to 15 per cent a month. 
It is stated that there are now about 20,000 
of these mortgages on the Cook County rec- 
ord books, the makers of which are paying 
outrageous rates of interest, and that owing 
to the hard times and lack of work most of 
them will be unable to pay up and will lose 
all they have in the wond. 

Mr. Lyman J. Gage does not look with 
favor on the project. His reasons are sound 
ones. To make loans at 7 per cent, the high- 
est rate atowed by the Illinois law, on chattel 
mortgage security, would be to engage in a 
losing business. One reason why the rates of 
the chattel mortgage shark are so high is be- 
cause of the hazards of the business. There 
are people who borrow money on their furni- 
ture and then move away, furniture and all, 
and never. are heard of again. Any loan asso- 
ciation which lent at low rates would be taken 
in every now and then, just as the sharks are 
in spite of their precautions. And even-—if all 
the borrowers were honest they would have 
to be looked after more closely than men 
who borrow on land. The loans are in small 
sums and that entails extra expense. Mr. 
Gage is correct in his statement that the 
lender ought to get about 12 per cent a year 
to insure him against loss. 

If benevolent people were to wish to lend 
money to poor peopleon those terms they 
would haveto break the laws of the State 
openly, or resort to the same subterfuges that 
the chattel mortgage sharks do. The IIli- 
nois law says that not more than 7 per cent a 
year shall be charged forthe use of money. 
Therefore, the borrower signs notes calling 
fora largersum than he actually has re- 
ceived, and the lawis nullifie@ without diffi- 
culty. Thusa person who gives his note for 
$50 at 7 per cent receives only $40, and 
thus pays over 30 percent. Itis not likely 
that a loan association made up of reputable 
men would like to circumvent the State law 
in such ways. 

It would be much better to do what Mr. 
Gage suggests, and that is to repeal the usury 
laws. Then the money-lenders would charge 
-t.ther less than they do now instead of more,

I had never neard anything which equaled 
this effort for flights of oratorical power—genuine 
eloquence, bitter denunciation, ridicule of the 
despised faction in New York, and contempt for 
its leader. He played with consummate skiil 
upon all the strings known to the orator. 

His closing words were: 

I trust that the exigency may never arise when 
I shall be compelled to choose between self-re- 
spect and personal honor on the one-side and a 
temporary discomfiture of that party on the 
other; but if that time shall ever come I sall 
not hesitate in the choice, and I now say to you, 
and through you to those whom it most concerns, 
that I have in my pocket an autograph letter of 
this President who is- now for the time be.ng its 
official head, which I pray God I may never be 
compelled in self-defense to make public; but if 
that time shall ever come I declare to you, his 
friends, he will bite the dust. 

Thereupon Dawes went to see Garfield to 
find out what that letter was. His response 
was, ‘*O, you allude to a letter Conkling is 
saying he has of mine, and which he repre- 
sents to be a pretty bad one. I know what it 
is, and have a copy of it.” Dawes read it, 
saw it was an indiscreet note, bat not a very 
harmful one, but advised its immediate pub. 
lication. The President was about handing it 
to him for that purpose when Blaine came in, 
tread it, and disagreed with Dawes as to the 
wisdom of making it public then. So it was 
not printed until Conkling gave it out. 

The Conciliation committee then called on 
the President to hear his side of the story. He 
said that he must adhere to his policy, that he 
could not ignore either of the New York fac- 
tions, and for him to do so would be base in- 
gratitude and the worst of politics. As neither 
the President nor Conklmg would yield the 
Conciliation committee accomplished noth- 
ing. 

Mr. Dawes made one final appeal to Conk- 
ling two days b2fore his resignation and ap- 
peal to the New York Legislature. He urged 
him to— 

Go into the Senate and present your indictment 
if you choose—as strong a case as facts will per- 
mit, the stronger the better for the conclusion. 
And let that conclusion be a declaration to the 
Senate and the country that there is something 
hi®her in the mission of the Republican party 
than the redress of personal grievances; that 
cause must not be jeopardized by dissension, nor 
any one relieved from duty at his post, however 
grievous the wrongs and injustice he has en- 
countered in its discharge; and then call on all, 
friends and foes alike, to put the past behind 
them and close up the ranks with their faces to 
the future. 

Conkling said with a discouraged and dis- 
gustéed look; 

Your medicine, Dawes, is much easier to pre 
scribe than to take. Suppose I should say to 
you: “‘Gohome to Massachusetts and in the 
spirit of meekness and peace embrace Ben But-

For the 
last fifteen years indeed suicides in the United 
States have increased steadily and out of 
proportion to the increase of population. The 
enormous disproportion between males and 
females is shown by the fact that while 858 
of the latter took their own lives there were 
3.578 of the former, which 
thé question whether women are not 
braver than omen in bearing’ the 
burdens of life. A curious feature of 
this record” is the large number of 
physicians who have committed self-murder 
as compared with clergymen and lawyers. 
During 1893 no’ less than fifty-three physi- 
cians have shuffled off their mortal coils by 
their own hands, while the number of clergy- 
men and lawyers combined is only fifteen, and 
the record of physicians increases each year. 
Perhaps some one in the profession may state 
the cause and suggest a remedy. As the out- 
come of murders and other crimes 126 per- 
sons have been executed~ legally, as against 
107 in 1892, and 200 have been lynched, as 
against 236 in 1892. Theincrease in. legal 
and the décrease in illegal hangings 
would indicate healthier conditions 
in the operations of justice, for it 
is the first time in fifteen years that the rec- 
ord of lynching has shown a decrease, 
statistics, as usual, point to the South as the 
favorite locality of Judge Lynch and mob 
law. While 17 have been lynched in the 
Northern 183 have been lynched in the South- 
ern States, and of these 183 no less than 154 
were colored men. Notwithstanding these

BOARD OF TRADE METHODS, 

The discussions before the committee ap- 
pointed to formulate a new system of trading 
on the Board of Trade of this city have been 
marked by commendable frankness. Several 
members have made admissions which might 
be regarded as attacks if coming from men 
outside. They *‘allowed”’ that the latter day 
influence of the Chftago grain market has 
been in the direction of low prices to the pro- 
ducer, thus conceding much of the ground cn 
which the abolition of trading in futures is 
demanded by Congressman Hatch and those 
who are in sympathy with him. The point is 
especially unwelcome, as for the greater part 
of its long existence the board was held and 
believed to be the best friend of the farmer, 
enabling him to obtain much better figures 
for his produce than could have been realized 
but for the board and its methods of trading. 

The remark applies principally to wheat, 
and perhaps is not true of any other article of 
produce except barley, though the price of 
that grain is kept down by the working of a 
close clique of cash buyers rather than by op- 
erations for future delivery. For years the 
wheat pit has been dominated by men who 
worked on the principle that the tendency of 
the carrying charges favors thé one who is 
‘*short on the market,”’ the price of cash 
grain keeping relatively steady, while the 
premium on futures is extinguished gradually 
by the lapse of time. The price for delivery 
in a future month being approximately deter- 
mined by that of the present plus the cost 
of storage, interest, and insurance, there is 
not only a greater inducement to sell 
than to buy for future, but the aim of 
the seller is to put the time of maturity of 
the contract as far ahead as possible. This is 
the reason why the bulk of the wheat trading 
now is for May, four or five months ahead, 
and some of it for next July. For both it 
may be said that the trading is little more 
than a series of bets on the uncertainties of 
the market as affected by the crop conditions 
of this and other countries developed in the 
meantime, And the short seller has some- 
thing more in his ‘favor than -the advantage 
named above. He has also the fact that the 
popular feeling both on and off the board is 
against the cornering of the market, though 
the fear of being by that means made to pay 
dearly for his temerity by getting squeezed 
in a corner is used to operate as a powerful 
check on the short selling, which has become 
a science with a considerable number of op- 
erators. 

It is proposed to furnish a partial remedy 
for this by rules limiting the time for which 
contracts may be made. It is just possible 
such rules would be of little if any value, as 
they would be despotic, denying the inalien- 
able right of two men to buy and sell on any 
terms that are agreeable to both and cannot 
be proven to wrong .the cotnmmunity. Inas- 
much as the consumers of breadstuffs in the 
United States far outnumber the producers it 
might be difficult to prove that the lower 
prices due to long term contracts were not 
consistent with the theory of the greatest 
good to the greatest number. But it is prob- 
able that if the short terms could be insisted 
on and enforced, while actual delivery of the 
property sold were made obligatory on the 
seller, the depressing influence would be far 
less heavy than it is under present arrange- 
ments on the board. 

Still the broad fact must remain that the 
cost of carrying the property traded in has to 
be borne by somebody, either in city gr 
country, that it is difficult to devise a plan 
whereby that cost will be paid by the short 
seller, awkward to provide for buying without 
selling, and perhape impossible to abolish the 

influence of an extraordinarily

The law being what itis, and it being well 
known that women eften change their minds 
as to the merits of a lover, what shall a girl 


‘do who feels that she’ must write love letters 


to be on the safe side? She might before. 
sending the first one require her sweetheart 
to sign a contract stipulating that in case she 
fell out of love with him he would send back 
her notes or become liable to pay a penalty. 
This would be a good precaution, but ft might 
seem a little heartless. It is better perhaps 
to trust to luck. .If the course of love runs 
smoothly, allis well. If it does not the dis- 
carded lover probably will return the letters, 
If he does not.do not a:tack his motives and 
make a scandal,

THE GARFIELD - CONKLING 
VERSY. 

Ex-Senator Henry L. Dawes contributes to 
the January Century an interesting article on 
that controversy between Garfield and Conk- 
ling which led to the murder of the former, 
the disappearance from political life of the 
latter, and to that internecine warfare in the 
Republican party which made Cleveland first 
the Governor of New York and then President 
of the United States. 

In 1880 Mr. Blaine was a candidate for the 
Presidential nomination. The old feud be. 
tween him and Conkling caused the latter to 
press Grant for a third term, to defeat Blaine. 
The convention nominated Garfield. Conk- 
ling beat Blaine, but Blaine defeated Grant. 
Of the seventy votes of New York Conkling 
controjled all but nineteen, which, under the 
lead of William H. Robertson, were cast for 
Blaine, and thus made Grant's nomination an 
impossibility. After Garfield was chosen 
Conkling sulked until Grant persuaded him 
to take part in the campaign, but he did not 
cease to cherish an immortal hate against 
Robertson and the other members of the 
** nineteen,” : 

Mr. Dawes first beard from Blaine himself 
that he was to be Secretary of State. The 
Senator says “this information produced a 
shiver.”’ Fearful of the consequences to the 
party he begged Blaine to stay in the Senate, 
and warned him that ‘‘if he entered the Cabi- 
net with the intent or hope of circumventing 
his rival it would be fata! to him and to the 
administration of.Garfield.”” Blaine said he 
should ignore all past differences agd force a 
reconciliation. He said also that he felt him- 
seif qualified to administer the affairs of the 
State ‘Department on a broad and grand 
scale, 

Conkling refused to coasider the selection 
of Biaine as other than a premeditated at-

The record of embezzlements and other 
forms of defalcation in the United States re- 
ported during the year now closing foots 
up a total of $19,929,692 in sums of 
$1,000 and upwards. It does not include a 
large namber in each of which the abstrac- 
tion was less than $1,000. This is two and a 
quarter times the corresponding aggregate of 
$8.8387,547 for 1892, but little more than 
that for 1891, the record for which year was 
swelled by several unusually important cases, 
prominent among them being the affairs of 
the Maverick Bank of Boston, The total for 
1890 was nearly the same asfor 1892, and 
that of this year has been exceeded only 
once since 1878—namely: in 1884, the total 
for which was a little over 22 mill- 
ion dollars. These statistics do not in- 
clude commercial failures in the ordinary 
sense of the term, many of which are not 
necessarily the consequences of moral wrong. 
The list is limited to the cases in which money 
belonging to others has been appropriated 
under conditions which imply moral obliquity 
if they do not prove it. Hence the record of 
embezzlements given in another column is 
one of the pecuniary measures of crime, It 
gives an average of 30 cents per capita, or 
about $1.50 for each family, on the supposi- 
tion that the population of the United States 
is 67 millions and if it were divided up into 
domestic bunches of five persons, 

The statistics of 1893 take account of about 
fifteen cases of heavy bank wreckings. 
Among the defalcations there were 2 for over 
$1,000,000 each, 3 for over $800,000 and 
less than $1,000,000, 1 for over $700,000 
and less than $800,000, 1 for over $600,000 
and less than $700,000, 2 for over $500,000 
and less than $600,000.3 over $400,000 
and less than $500,000, 2 over $300,- 
000 and less than $400.000, 4 over 
$200,000 and less than $300,000, and 
17 over $100,000 but less than $200,000. 
New York contributed. $3,508,176 to the to- 
tal, that being the maximum, and Rhode 
Island $12,820, the minimum. No defalca- 
tions amounting to as muchas $1,000 each 
are reported to have occurred in Florida, 
Idaho, Nevada, North Dakota, South Caro- 
lina, Oklahoma, or the District of Columbia. 

The figures correspond with the changing bus- 
iness conditions of the year. Thus the total for 
March was the smallest monthly record, being 
only $546,441. There was then some appre- 
hension but little real embarrassment, fears 
for the integrity of the currency not bemg 
actively felt till April. The largest monthly 
total was the $4,258,783 for August, that 
being the time when the general shrinkage in 
values had become so pronounced that it was 
impossible longer to conceal the fact of losses 
incurred through speculation with funds that 
had not belonged to the person using them 
for that purpose. Doubtless if the facts were 
traced out it would be found that most of 
the defalcations resulted from that course of 
action. The man subsequently known as 
an embezzler lost his own money in specula- 
tion or the one step beyond that, which is 
gambling, and then took the money of others 
confided to his care, hoping thereby to “ make 
good”’ his previous losses. Probably in the 
great majority of cases there was what was 
supposed to be an honest intention to return 
the money, and when this was impossible be. 
cause the appropriated funds went the same 
way as the other, detection followed as a mat- 
ter of course. The disgraceful end was all the 
more sure and speedy owing to the fact that 
excitement incited to dissipation, which not 
only cost money but unsettled the judgment 
and rendered the culprit less able to steer 
clear of the rocks on which he ultimately suf- 
fered moral shipwreck. 

If this deplorable aggregate of vice be re- 
garded as a parusitic growth on our modern 
civilization it should be remembered that 
the same modern conditions render possible 
the record pf benevolences to public objects, 
in which respect the present far outstrips the

Reconstruction of the First Regiment 
Armory to Begin at Once, 

Work on reconstruction of the First Regi- 
ment Armory at Michigan avenue and Six- 
te@nth street will be commenced at an early 
date. The new building will be practically of 
the same design as the old one and much of 
the old material will ‘be utilized.

Big Order for New Cars Secured by the 
Pullman Company=Much Better Tone 
in the Local Stock Market — Cable 
Stocks Advance=Heavy Trading in 
BondseGaslight 5s Advance — Year's

Increases, 


The year ends with the samé. 2ss which 
has been the characteristic featu®®'U: the situ- 
ation for some weeks, Vain regrets are un- 
profitable, and there is little use looking back 
over the road financial affairs have traveled 
and making comparisons that can bring no 
comfort. The outiook is by no means a hope- 
less one, and to the cheerful features of that 
outlook it is much better to turn attention.” 
In some directions there can really be seen 
signs of improvement. It is probable that 
the next few days will being discouraging de- 
velopmentsin the way of commercia! fail- 
‘ures, but that is a thing that may reasonably 
be looked for at this season of any year, and 
on those commercial ruing we may expect to 
build ap a stronger financial fabric. 

In a few directions there is to be seen real 
improvement in industrial -affairs. For in- 
stance during the week the Pullman company 
made contracts with the Long Isiand railroad 
for the building of about $250,000 worth of new 
passenger coaches. That company now has on 
hand additional contracts for $170,000 worth of 
stock cars and $190,000 of refrigerator and other 
cars, making a total of more than $600,000, 
Work is being started up under these contracts 
and the company-now has about 56,000 men at 
work, against not much over 1,000 a few weeks 
ago. In this case asin others where a resump- 
tion of industrial activity is noticed, it has come 
largely as the result of concessions, 
both on the part of labor in regard 
to wages and of capital in. regard te 
profits. Extensive reductions in wages are 
being made and are accepted with fairly good 
grace, while as against that there are much leas 
modest demands for prefits made on the part of 
capitai. All the readjustment that is going to 
be necessary in order to gct the wheels of indus 
try into motion again will, of course, be a slow 
and a more or less painful process. But we are 
now unguestionably facing in the right direction 
and such movement as there is is a movement in 
the direction of progress. 

The year closes with stock quotations relative- 
ly low. As compared with prices at the begin- 
ning of the year the present quotations mark 
a tremendous decline, although there has 
been, ef cvurse, a substantial advance from the 
low points during the summer. The market 
yesterday showed decided improvement as 
compared to its position for some days. It was 
not only more active, but much firmer. The 


street railways advanced substantially, regaini 
all their loss of the last week. West Side sol 
up 146% to 149. North Side advanced a point 
on two sales. Throughout the market there was 
a better fecling, and ali securities showed the ef- 
fects of t. 

A feature of the trading was the decided activi- 
y in bonds and the much stronger quotations.

Coke 5s, which opened at 86 and closed at 88.

There 
is, however, a reverse to the medal. In July and 
August the Pullman Palace Car company was 
doing a phenomenal business. Its coaches from 
all parts of the country were engaged weeks 
ahead because of the World’s Fair.. Since Nov. 
1 business has fallen off wofully, and while 
money may be easier to borrow it is certainly 
harder to get legitimately by the transportation 
compenien ties is to say, this business bas fallen 
oO ? 


All of this, of course, intended to intimate that 
the Pullman company has been borrowing a good 
deal of money, and it may have some trouble in 
renewing loans that it must have. To any one at 
allfamiliar with the finances of this company 
such an intimation is earily recognized as ridicn- 
lously false. At the time when this gossip says 
President Pullman arranged a loan of $500,000 
in New York the company was, as it has been at 
ail times for a long while, nota borrower, buta 
heavy loaner of money, It is an actual fact that 
the Pullman company had just at that time over 
$2,000,000 loaned out in Chicago and over 
$2 500,000 in New York. The intimation that 
it is now a borrower of money is quite as far from 
the fact. The Pullman company probably has 
today something like $7,000,000 loaned out, and 
the only way a tightening money market would 
affect it would be to increase its income from 
that source. ; 

The clearings for the year of the Chicago banks 
show a falling off of $458.811,000, which com- 
pared with the record of last year marks a loss of 
8.9 percent. For the month of December the de- 
ciine is $121,556,000, or more than one-quarter 
the entire loss for the year, and is at the rate of 
24 percent. The week's clearings show a de- 
crease of 28 per cent as compared with the cor- 
responding week last year.

The vote to*sustain the foregoing motion 
was unanimous, and the perpetual decree of 
the Mormon Church went forth to the world. 
What kind of menare these Mormon leaders 
who wield such political and religious in- 
fluence? is a pertinent question at this time 
best answered by a visit to them. 


In the Mormons’ Sanctum. 


The approach to the offices of the high 
prelates of the Mormon Church is beside a 
turreted and buttressed cobble stone wall ten 
feet high that borders the sidewalk of the 
block leading east from the Temple Square. 
This ancient-lookmg, crumbli wall is 
divided b rail decaying ean tes, on 
which are ed theater posters. Through 
such an oper gate is an unguarded 
way to a low veranda towards a 
door with the inviting sign, ‘ Walk 
in.’’ Glancing up one sees on the roof of the 
old yellow brick house the form of a crouch- 
ing lion. Yes, this is the famous Lion House 
of Brighan Young, but the lion roars no 
longer within its walls. . 

The seer, prophet, revilator, high priest, 
Pope, President of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints, Wilford Wood- 
ruff, was found in his sanctum. The old man 
of 87 came briskly forward, kindly seated his 
ope beside a cheerful grate fire, and resumed 

is seat in a swivel chair by his oak desk. 
There was nothing indicative of extreme age 
in the erect figure, clad in clerical black 
broadcloth, standing collar, and neat white 
tie. His white hair was combed straight back 
from his forehead and his head set squarely 


his blue, 


Seated in the same room, with desks near 
by, are President Woodruff’s two Councilors, 
George Q. Cannon and Joseph F. Smith, who 
also bear the titles of Presidents. This trinity 
is called *“‘ the Presidency.”’ Mr. Cannon is a 
wily diplomat, who for ten years—*from 1876 
to 1886—represented the Territory as Dele- 
gate to Congress. In the government anti- 
polygamy prosecutions of 1886 to 1890 he 
was regarded as the arch fiend, put under 
$45,000 bonds and imprisoned in the peni- 
tentiary for six months. He was elected 
Senator in 1862 in anticipation of early 
Statehood. Mr. Cannon was the first 
Mormon missionary to the Hawaiian 
Islands, from 1851 to 1853. He 
translated the Mormon Bible into the native 
language. At the age of 66 he feels so youth- 
ful that he resents being called elderly. He 
was born in Liverpool and came to this coun- 
try a boy of 18, joined the Mormons in the 
East. came West with the first migration, and 
has taken part in public affairs since 1850. 
Joseph F. Smith, the junior councilor of 54 
years, with his flowing grayish beard, looks 
more like a patriarch than his elders. He 
was born in Missouri, the Mormons’ Eden. His 
mother was English, his father a Vermonter. 
As a young pioneer of 9 years Joseph drove 
two yokes of oxen across the plains from 
Nauvoo, Ill., to Salt Lake in 1848. He suc- 
ceeded Mr. Cannon as missionary to Hawaii, 
living there four years and laying the founda- 
tion for the present large Mormon colony 
there, which numbers 4,000. During the 
polygamist prosecutions he was keeper of the 
marriage records of the church, the archives 
which United States court most wanted. 

The Tithing House is the treasury 
of the Mormon Church. It stands in 
an  inelosure walled in from 
world, a veritable curiosity shop. It is a 
plain two-story building, divided into depart- 
ments, where the various offerings are placed. 
In the dry goods department the poorer class 
of merchants bring what they can spare for 
the church. These goods are composed of 
bolts of cotton and woolen cloths, boxes of 
spool cotton, nickel watches, cheap jewelry, 

per collars, jackets, ready-made clothing, 
cm ce clocks, trinkets of all kinds—a shop- 
worn lot of things, looking like goodsin pawn. 
These articles are resold to other merchants 
and to the ple, who purchase what they 
Can use. The remainder are dealt out to 
the church poor.

“That is the Sego hily,’’ she said. ‘It 
rows on the desert among the white sage. 
ts edible root nourished some of our pio- 

neers in early days, so we have taken it for 
our State emblem.” 

Among this peculiarly assorted people are 
a colony of Hawaiians, the on'y ones to be 
found living in the United States. They were 
brought here by Joseph Smith. Sa.d he in 
regard tothem: ‘The time is comi g when 
a native Hawaiian will be a curiosity. They 
are a vanishing race. Like the Indians, civ- 
ilization decimates their ranks. When I first 
went to the islands, in 1854, there were 80,- 
000 natives; when I was there in 1887 there 
were but 40,000. It is only a question 
of time when the annexation of 
the islands will become a _ necessity. 
It would never do to allow them to belong to 
a foreign government.”’ 

The present agitation of this question makes 
these Hawaiian residents especially interest- 
ing. The oldest man here is Charles W. Naau, 
aged 63. He was a constable and rent col- 
lector for the King in Honolulu. He follows 
the occupation of gardener. When asked 
why he came he said: “I tell you. This gos- 
pel we got here is true. That reason I come 
and like it." His wife Jhne is 34 years old. 
She looks much like the pictures of the de- 
posed Queen. 

Kiba Nebeka, aged 31, came here with a 
missionary when 11 years old. He was the 
first native to leave the islands for foreign 
residence by consent of the King, a law of 
Hawaii since abrogated. Kiha bas . been 
well educated and speaks English plainly 
understanding it better than his mother 
tongue. He explained that this seemed a cold 
country to his people when they first come, 
but after they get acclimated they grow more 
vigorous and ambitious. 

**I like the mode of life better than in m 
native islands, and do not want, 1o go bac 
there to live,” he said, “I became a citizen 
of the United States in 1884, when I took out

There have been erected 
seven large barracks, a hospital consisting of 
four distinct buildings ‘which cost $75,000, a 
mesé hall, a Commissary and Quartermaster’s 
building. Governor’s Treasurer’s build- 
ings, water works, library, billiard and read- 
ing rooms, home office, and many other build- 
ings. The buildings are ail of brick and stone, 
, airy rooms, and a thorough system 
of ventilation. There are large porches on 
the first and second floors of the different 
buildings, making it an ideal home in every 


way. 

The grounds embrace 230 acres, a part of 
which is under cultivation, yielding abundant 
crops of grain, small fruit, and garden prod- 
ucts. Forty acres of the place are given over 
to park purposes. The buildings front the 
old Jonesboro and Marion turnpike, a beauti- 
ful thoroughfare. back from which the build- 
ings stand a distance of eighty rods. The

The laundry building isa la 
ure equipped with all the modern machinery. 
All the washing for the home is done here. A 
report of the sergeant in charge shows that 
last week 7,529 pieces were handled, which is 
a fair average of the year. All the washing is 
free with the exception of the white shirts, 
which the inmates must pay for. The only 
exception to this rule is for those in the hos- 
pitel. That the men are disposed to wear 
them is made manifest from the fact that 
nearly 400 were done up the last week alone. 

The water in use at the homeis the purest 
thafcan be obtained. With this idea in view 
a large well was dug in the ground nearly 
eighty feet deep and thirty feet wide, which is 
cemented up thoroughly... At the foot of this 
hole the pumps are situated which pump the 
water from other wells nearly 200 feet below 
them. These pumps are also used for the fire 
system, which is complete in every de- 
tail. The pumps havea capacity of 1,040,- 
600 gallons every twenty-four hours and sup- 
ply all the buildings on the grounds. Natural 
gas is used fur the furnaces. 

The library, billiard, and reading rooms 
are located on the south side of the grounds 
adjoining the park. The reading-rooin is 
abundantly supplied with currert literature 
and the book department isan ideal one. The 
biliiard-rooms aré large and very cozy and 
admirably adapted for the purpose intended. 
On the south side of this building is the home 
store. Out of the funds raised by this an ex- 
cellent musical organization of sixteen pieces 
has been equipped and is maintained. Bath- 
rooms are abundant throughout the grounds 
and also throughout all t buildings. The 
postoftice does a business each yearof no 
mean magnitude. The records show that in 
one year it dispatched nearly J) 90,000 letters 
and postal cards. 

The business of all the departments is sim- 
ply enormous, but it is all done with such 
perfect method and with such military pre- 
cision that there is never a hitch anywhere. 
Provisions, such as flour, meat, Dutter, eggs, 
and vegetables, are purchased under compet- 
itive bids in large lots. Such provisions con- 
stitute the regu’ar diet of the old soldiers. On 
such occasions as holidays they are furnished 
delicacies. Teams are not generally required 
in handling these immense quantities of pro- 
visions. Freight trains ruo up along the prop- 
erty building to be unlouded. The system of 
buying and distributing is so perfect that the 
total cost per man does not average more 
than $120 a year. 

No visitor has seen the home without seeing 
Chris Liebranz of Kendallville, Ind., who op- 
erates the *‘ curiosity shop.’’ The man is a 
genius in the selection of natural wood and 
twigs and fashioning them into animals, 
beasts. and reptiles, e is oe in his 
conversation, and he, with his shop and talk, 
is one of the principal features of the place. 
One of his twigs is cunningly fashioned into a 
perfect resem biance of a donkey, a deer, and 
an ailigator. The effect is produced by sim- 
ply turning it over or standing it onend. He 
has_over 300 different specimens. 

While not str.ct to military usage, there are 
rules and regulations of the home that must 
be obeyed and that are enfurced. Drinking 
is the worst habit that is contended against. 
Passes are freely given to go to Marion and 
furloughs of three and six months are 
readily granted to gv home. When the 
rules are disobeyed the punishment is not 
severe, still it is punishment. There is the 
guard-house for refractory persons and there 
is working around the grounds until the 
sentence of the Governor is completed. This 
is usually done at the rute of 25 cents a day. 
No person drawing a pension of $18 or over 
can be admitted to the home except in what 
are termed special cases. Slight duties are 
required of each man at the average of one 
week in every three months. Work is also 
given to those desiring it. The cemetery lies 
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to the east of the grounds, e7d contains over 
100 bodies. vig aré buried with military 
honors. There are now 175 persons out on 
furlough. New barracks are badly needed to 
accommodate those desiring admission, and 
these will probably be built nextsummer. A 
visit to this home, where the defenders of the 
old Stars and Stripes live, will pot soon be 
forgotten nor effaced from the memory. 


A RETIRED BURGLAR’S STORY.

His name was dropped from the Olympic 
club roll, but. within a few hours Corbett was 
appointed boxing instructor of the New York 
Athletic club of the Pacific ny at $2,500 a 
year. On several occasions he put on the 
gloves with Joe’ Choynski, a popular local 
boxer, and eventually they met in a finish 
fight, which was the hardest, as well as the 
first, professional fight in which Corbett has 
figured as a principal. 

The sporting. world was electrified when 
Jim walioped Jake Kilrain, and his easy vic- 
tory over Dominick McCaffrey also surprised 
the talent. When he stood off for sixty-odd 
rounds that wonderful gladiator, Peter Jack- 
son, shrewd followers of pugilism picked him 
out asacoming man,and on topof itall, 
when helowered John L. Sullivan’s colors 
with the odds at4to1 against him in the 
poolrooms at New Orleans, he turned the 
sporting world topsy turvy. So much for 
Corbett’s rise in pugilism. 

Charley Mitcheil may be the easiest mark 
Corbett has run against in a finish battle, but 
then again, as the Irish philosopher said, he 
may not be. Whatever his private opifiion of 
the English champion ia, Corbett has set 
about preparing for the battie as he never did 
fora fight before. It is just one week since 
he toox possession of his beautiful training 
quarters at Mayport, asuburb of Jackson- 
ville, and, although he was considerably an- 
noyed by a coid at first, it did not require 
more than acouple of days ina delightful 
climate, with pleuty of hard work, to relieve 
him of this. 

Corbett is a great worker. Some fighters 
are opposed to work, but Jim’s trainers are 
only afraid that he wiil do too much of it. He 
is an early riser, and even before his sponge 
bath he has a fifteen minute interview wit): a 
pair of five-pound dumbbells. Half an hour 
after breakfast he strolls along the beach 
for five miles or more, returning to his 
gymnasium ata brisk gait. Then comes the 
first rubdown. Light dumbbeil -exercise, 
wrist and back machine practice, and some 
bag punching foliow. Dinner is served at 
noon and for a couple of hours after it is over 
Corbett amuses himeeif pitching half dollars 
at a mark on the sand with Deianey, McVey, 
Brady, Creedon, Tracy, and any one else who 
happens to fancy that sort of a gamé. The 
Australians in two day managed to win $30 
or more, and Manager Brady on his first in- 
troduction to the pastime carried off nearly 
$15. There is some luck in it, but skill such 
as Creedon and Tracy possess will in the long 
run count for som thing. y are very weil 
pleased with their prospects. 

In the afternoon Corbett hasan hour with 
McVey on a big wrestling mat in one room 
of his gymnasium, aftera long waik. Then 
Creedon and John Donaldson get ready to 
take their medicine.

many respects. While the premier American 
pugilist is unquestionably possessed of great 
strength, his muscles do not stand out so 
prominently as Mitchell’s. Théy are on the 
long, flexible order and quite as useful as the 
‘*knotty”’ kind in fistic engagement, Cor- 
bett has a magnificent frame and is a per- 
fectly developed athlete, which will at cnce 
be seen by his pictures. If he keeps on train- 
ing as he began, one look at him in the Duval 
Athletic club arena in Jucksonville a month 
hence will be a real treat for any man who is 
interested in physical development. : 


SPECIAL DELIVERY BY TELEPHONE, 


The Postmaster of Boston Suggests a 
Method of Quick Service. 

Boston Transcript: Ina letter from Post- 
master J. W. Coveney about the mail service 
in the Boston district, which was read at the 
annual meeting of the Boston Associated 
Board of Trade last evening. there were sev- 
eral suggestions for the improvement of the 
service which have aroused considerable inter- 
est. One of the most o-iginal of these ideas is 
that of utilizing the telephone in the. trans- 
mission of special delivery messages. In 
speaking of the plan this morning Postmaster 
Coveney said that a quicker service in deal. 
ing with og delivery letters was certain! 
needed. While one of these letters, if ad- 
dressed to some one in the city dist~ict and 
mailed: in the proper box at. the central 
office, would be delivered within a short 
time after it was posted, another, that 
might be addressed toone of the outlying 
districts and posted in the central office 
after the time when the mail had been sent 
to that point, or in a box whence the col- 
lecter had brought it in after the time, 
would perhaps lie in the postoffice for an 
hour or more, until the next mail was sent 
to this outiying point, and the only ad- 
vantage that the sender of it gained by 
on a special delivery stamp was that, 
when it reached the substation, it would be 
sent out by a special messenger, instead of 
being held until the carrier started on his 
regular rounds, . 

n Postmaster’ Coveney’s first report to the 
department at Washington, : last tober, he 
callei attention to the neéd of quicker service, 
and outlined a plan by which the telephone 
lines could be used in the larger cities. This 
plan provided for an arrangement between 
the department and the telephone compa. 
nies, by which a switchboard was to 
be placed in ;the central office, with 
lines connecti with different 
branch offices. essengers could then be 
sent between the central office and the branch 
offices without delay. Ovex these lines mes- 
sages could be sent and immediately placed 
in the hands of messengers for delivery. For 
instance, a man wishes to send a message by 
special delivery from Boston to his home in 
Cambridge; he sends the message to the cen- 
tral office, either by messenger or over his 
office telephone direct to the operator. 
Cambridge receives the m ’ ‘ 
allowing .for reasonable delay, the 
operator in the Cambridge station has 
it ready for delivery and in the hands 
of a speciai delivery messenger in five min- 
utes from the time of its receipt at the central 
office. The distance to his house is perhaps 
ten minutes from the Cambridge station and

No story of the social life at Chicago Uni- 
versity would be complete without a chapter 
on its clubs and other organizations. Of all 
these the University Union holds first place 
as an. intellectual factor, as _ well 
as a purely social one. It is a_ fed- 
eration of the literary and scientific clubs 
of the university. Theclubs consist in each 
case of those members of the university, in- 
structors, and students who are interested in 
a particular line of work. The council of the 
union is composed of a delegate representing 
each club, together with the head or the act- 
ing head of each department of the university. 
New clubs from timrete.time are recognized 
by the union and received‘jnto it. A meeting 
of the union is held about ‘the middle of each 
quarter. At it papers are presented from dif- 
ferent clubs. These papers are scientific in 
character though not technical in form. This 
federation of clubs is intended to unify the 
intellectual spirit of the university. 

To quote the register: ‘* In an institution in 
which more than one-half of the members are 
pursuing studies each in less than three de- 
partments, the departmental spirit is devel- 
oped without great regard to the institutional 
spirit. Itis believed, however, that so far as 
it may be done without injury to the interests 
of the particular subjects, the institutional 
spirit should also be cultivated. The uni- 
versity should not be a collection of institu- 
tions, each of a different type, but one institu- 
tion of a type so exalted and of a character so 
strong that its impress will be left upon the 
life of every man and woman who has resided 
within its walls. The binding together uf the 
different intellectual interests exerts also a 
broadening infiuence. i

GAMBLER REPUDIATES GAMBLING DEBT 


United States Court Takes a Hand and the 
Debt Is Ordered Paid. 


Helena (Mont.) Independent: There was 
an interesting case tried before Judge 
Knowles of thé United States Court yesterday 
without a jury, and the decision was even 
more interesting. The case was that of W. 
A. Simon and Isaac Abernethey of Missoula 
against E.C. Gove of Spokane, It was in 
evidence that the plaintiffs ran a gambling- 
house and saloon at Missoula, Simon 
dealing faro while Abernethey attended 
to the other business. Gove, the evi- 
dence was, went into the place, played faro, 
and lost. Then he went to Abernethey. and, 
drawing his check for $2,000, got the money 
from Abernethey, and, going back to the 
gambling table, lost that also, Goimg again 
to Abernethey, who was in the office, he drew 
another check for $2,200 and got the money 
on it. The testimony of the plaintiffs was 
that he only lost about $1,000 of this last 
$2,200 at the faro table. When the checks 
were presented for payment it was found that 
Gove had stopped payment. Gove was not 
present at the trial. When all the evidence 
was in, Judge Knowles said: 

‘In the first place the answer denied that 
defendant received any money. It is appar- 
ent from the evidence that he did. It is now 
claimed that. notwithstanding he received the 
money, it cannot be recovered back from him, 
becausé it was loaned to him to gamble with. 
It is admitted that money loan fora pur- 
pose immoral or prohibited by law cannot be 
recovered ina suitin court. But I do not 
think that a faro game comes within the rule 
thus laid down. If the money had been 
loaned to _ facilitate counterfeiting, with 
the knowledge of the lendet, it undoubtedly 
could not be recovered, And the class of irm- 
moral purpose that renders a loan void I do 
not think would include what is known as a 
faro bank. But atall events it is not stipu- 
lated that the money paid to defendant on his 
checks should be used for gambling purposes, 
Plaintiff Abernethey may have thought he 
was going to use it for that purpose, but it 
does not appear that Abernethey knew it. 
Gove could have used it for that purpose or 
not, as he saw fit. He could have done what 
he hada mind to with it. Under these cir. 
cumstances I think the plaintiff is entitled to 
recover,

WILL \RBGIN 
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OLD-TIME VIRGINIA FOX HUNTING. 


The Twenty-four Hours’ Run of a Hound and 
Fox, and the Man Who Followed Them. 
‘* We had some memorable fox chases down 

in the Brandywine region when I was a young 

man,”’ said a Scrantonian to a Sun reporter. 

“* Every farmer kept a pack of hounds and one 

or two hunting horses, and it was not an un-

common thing for a fox to be chased by forty 
or fifty hounds and a score of men and women 
on horseback. The hunts began just before 
the holidays and continued onee or twice a 
week until March. None of the huntsmen 
ever shot a fox, and it was a local saying 
that the more the foxes were chased 
the better they liked to live around there and 
the thicker they became. If an outsider had 
the audacity to kill a fox with a shotgun or 
rifle he was hooted out of the neighborhood 
and made to understand that it wouldn’t be 
well for him to show up again. The farmers 
chased foxes for the excitement and sport 
alone, and if the hounds caught a fox and tore 
it to pieces it was all right. Many of the runs 
were after foxes we had dug out of holes and 
turned loose with a start of half an hour, but 
occasionally we put the hounds on the track 
ofa fox that had apparently been lurking 
around in the expectation of being chased. 

** One of the most amusing features of the 
hunts was the antics and tribulations of the 
young hounds. Whenever the leaders lost the 
scent and were circling around to pick it up 
the young hounds would lie down and care- 
fully nurse their tender feet, but the moment 
the leaders began to yelp out that they had 
recovered the track the inexperienced dogs 
gave tongue and were up and away as though 
they thought they amounted to something in 
the search for the fox. When completely tired 
out and footsore the young hounds would lie 
for hours in the field where they had fallen by 
the wayside, and would whine and howi till 
they plucked up courage enough to get up 
and hobble toward home. 

‘* The greatest worriment we had was over 
the loss of valuable hounds, At the end of an 
unusually long chase. especially when the fox 
had taken it into his head to race off into an- 
other township or county, some one’s best 
hound was generally missing. Sometimes the 
lost hound would return to his ownerin the 
course of a week, but more frequently a good 
hound was never heard from, even though the 
owner advertised a reward for its return. 
Why a fox will hole up incertain kinds of 
weather before he has been chased half a day, 
and why in certain other kinds of weather he 
will race till hedies before he will run to 
cover Ihave never heard explained satis- 
factorily. * 

** Thad Snyder, a lean Marylander, was the 
greatest fox chaser in the Brandywine coun- 
try. Snyder never rode a horse behind the 
hounds, but he took part in nearly every 
chase we had for several years. He always 
went on foot, and if the chase lasted long 
enough he would be sure to outwind all the 
horses and a good share of the hounds. Sny- 
der knew the foxes’ runways, and the knowl- 
edge enabled him to cut off the distances in 
keeping up with the hounds. He was almost 
invariably with them at the death, but he 
never laid claim to the bruSh. He ran with 
the hounds because he liked to, and the brush 
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always went to the first horse man or woman ae —_— |

The fox followed the regu- 
lar runways until about 11 o’clock, when he 
left the neighborhood and set out for the 
northwest. By noonall the riders gave up 
the chase, but Snyder didn’t. Toward dark 
the hounds began to come hobbling home 
one af a time, all tuckered out, and by mid- 
night every hound but one had returned to 
its kennel, The missing hound didn’t turn 
up during the night, and neither did Snyder. 
A searching party started out in the morning, 
traced Snyder for twenty miles, and then re- 
turned. 

**Along in the evening Snyder came back 
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ina wagon as soundasanut. He brought 
the hound with him, but it was dead. Snyder 
had chased the hound all day and night. 
Soon after daylight he got sight of the fox 
and hound in a large meadow below him. 
Both animals were crawling along as though 
they were on their last legs. They were only 
a few feet apart, and the hound went no fast- 
erthan the fox did. Snyder was so nearly 
played out that he couldn’t run, and while he 
was watching the weary pair the fox crept 
through a rail fence and lay down. The 
hound staggered up to the fence and also lay 
down, and when Snyder got to the spot both 
were dead. It was fifty-seven miles from 
where the fox had been started, and Snyder 
must have traveled 100 miles in the twenty- 
four hours,”’

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REMINISCENCES OF LONDON TOWN, 


Miss Gilder Reviews Henry Vitzetelly’s 
“ Glances Back Through Seventy Years,” 
New York, Dec. 28.—[Special Correspond- 

ence.}|—Mr. Henry Vitzetelly, well known in 

London asa publisher and: writer, has just 

given his reminiscences to the world. 

‘*Glances Back Through Seventy Years” is 

the title of the book, which is «ough to show 

that the author has reached a ripe old age if 
nothing more. In all those seventy years, 
however, Mr. Vitzetelly has lived among in- 
teresting men and women, and - though his 
lines have been cast almost entirely in Lon- 
don he has had a life marked by variety and 
incident. One of its latest incidents was his 
imprisonment for publishmg Zola’s ** La 
Réve,” which the censor of English morals 
deemed an improper work. Mr. Vitzetelly’s 
imprisonment, while it gave him a certain 
notoriety, was a bad thing for him com- 
mercially, and when he was released from 
durance vile he found his business zone to 
the dogs and in his old age he* 
was at’ the bottom instead of at 
the top of the ladder. To replenish 
his depleted exchequer he has published his 
autobiography. If it sell he will make 
money, for it is in two volumes and retails for 
$12. It is not likely that many people will 
care enough for the book to spend that much 
money for its possession, but if it gets to be 
the rage, as memoirs sometimes do, there 
will be a demand for it at the libraries and
